FRANCE. 
INTENSE INTEREST IN THE ELECTION. 

Paris, Oct. 13.—Publie interest in the elec- 
tion, which takes place to-morrow, is becoming 
manifest in the streets. The Republican com- 
ments on President MacMahon’s last manifesto 
are very severe. The expulsion of Bedell, the 
American, for canvassing for Menier, a radical 
Republican, at Mont Rouge, has been made so 
much of by the Republican papers that the 
Foreigu Office has addressed a reproving and 
admonitory communique to the Bien Public 
aud La france, and the same to the Kappel. 

PAPERS SEIZED. 

The agents of the London papers are required 
to prodnce written license for the delivery of 
their bundles at the station. The sale of papers 
thus depends on the pleasure of the Govern- 
ment. The Daily News was seized at the post 
and railway yesterday. 

The Duke de Cazes, in a speech at Libourne, 
admitted no distinction between the Republican 
party and the Communists. 

HUGO’S SENTIMENTS. 

At a meeting last night, supporting Grev y’s 
candidature, Victor Hugo presided, and said: 
France is of age. She knows what she wants. 
Moutesquieu would hesitate to say to her. My 
policy.’ Washington would not dare to say, 
My will.’ the flat of universal suffrage the 
clouds will disperse. France will give her 
orders, and no matter who it may be, be will 
obey. I will not offer anybody the insult of 
doubting his obedience. The victory is already 
certain. We feel some pity and we will not 
push our victory bepond reasonabie bounds; but 
the triumpn of law and right is certain. Have 
faith in the country and never despair. France 
has a predestined mission. Bleeding, mutilat- 
ed, put to ransom, given up to factions in the 
past, she smiles superbly, and works miracies 
in the field of ideas, and in the fieldof events 
she makes even her catastrophes serve as a 
foundation for the future. Yes; you may ex- 
pect everything of France. She makes use of 
the most formidable of revolutions to found 
the most stable of Governments.”’ 

ADDRE3S TO THE REPUBLICAN ELECTORS. 

The following manifesto has been addressed 
to the electors of the Left of the Senate: 

Dear Fe_tow-Cirizens: At the last moment a 
supreme effort is about to be made to influence 
your vote to the advantage of the official candi- 
dates. If you are tola Republican institutions are 
imperiled, you will demand, Why? Broglie and 
Fourtou, of the Ministry, have only adversarigs of 
the Republic for their agents. Why does that 
Ministry leave unpunished and encourage the inso- 
lent attack of which it is the object, while they 
prosecate with all their power men who defend 
it? And you will reply: ‘‘No, we do not 
believe it. If you are told this Ministry is not 
subject to clerical influence you will remember the 
indulgences and prayers placed publicly at the 
services of official candidates, and you will reply, 
We do not believe you. If you are told that 
the Republican Electors would plunge the country 
into trouble and danger, you will show them the 
names of official candidates—ali enemies of the 
Republican regime—and concealing neither their 
aime nor their hopes, and you will reply: ‘‘ We 
do not belleve you. If you are 
told the Government guarantees order and 
peace, you will reply that most profound order 
prevailed before the 16th of May; that it has not 
since then ceased to prevail, despite much provoca- 
tion, and yuu will repeat, with the late Thiers, 
that the only fomentors of discord are these men 
characterized as anarchists and perturbators.

RANDALL WINS. 
THE RACE A WALK-OVER. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Oct .13.—The Speaker- 
ship contest to-day presented some unexpected 
features. With the hourly arrival of members, 
it became apparent to the leaders of the Randal! 
opposition that some of the candidates must be 
withdrawn from the contest or there would be 
no hope of defeating Randall. Morrison of 
Illinois, saw yesterday that he had no chance 
for the nomination, and decided to relinquish 
the contest; but it was not until this morning 
that he permitted it to become known that he 
was no longer a candidate. He as- 
signs as a reason for his withdrawal, 
aside from the very manifest fact of 
the want of a sufficient number of votes, the 
further fact that he was not unitedly supported 
by his own delegation. Morrison's supporters 
seem to think that 
TILDEN’S HAND WAS MANIFEST 
in manipulating the New York delegation. 
Sparks, of Illinois, who is a man of a good deal 
of positiveness, has from the start been a Ran- 
dall man, and has stated be could under no con- 
ditions support Morrison, as be pledged himself 
to Randall long before Morrison was a candi- 
date. Sparks’ influence among the other 
members of the delegation has been 
damaging to Morrison’s prospects, and 
the latter was not able to deliver 
the united Illinois delegation to Goode us he 
had hoped todo. Indeed, it was regarded as 
certain by the Randall men before the canyass 
that Randall would have 
AT LEAST THREE VOTES FROM ILLINOIS 
on the first bailot, in spite of Morrison’s efforts 
iu favor of Goode. Cox had the Agacity early 
in the morning to know that bis contest was 
hopeless, and permitted the announcement to 
be made that he had withdrawn from the 
contest. The Goode managers hoped that 
Cox would attempt to deliver his del- 
egation to them, but he had no dele- 
gation to deliver, and during the 
day it became certain that the Democrats of 
the New York delegation would be most cer- 
tain to cast their votes for Randall. In this the 
anti-Randall men think they see the hand of 
Tilden. Sayler was repeatedly urged to with- 
draw and not to antagonize the candidacy of 
John G. Thompson for Sergeant-at-Arms, but 
he was obdurate and 
DECLINED TO SURRENDER. - 

His firmness in his candidacy created consider- 

able feeling in his delegation, and his mortifica- 

tion must have been intense at receiving only 
twelve votes. There was even an effort 
made to induce Goode to withdraw 
from the contest. and a committee 
ot two of the most influential of the Virginia 
delegation waited upon him in the afternoon to 
urge him to surrender the contest, but Gilbert 

C. Walker, of Virginia, who has been actively 

engineering Goode’s contest, had too much in- 

fluence with the latter, who 
DECLINED TO WITHDRAW. 
This faction is rewarded for its foresight by but 
twenty-three votes. Blackburn had long been 
out of the race, and had attempted two days 
ago to transfer his support to Goode. If 
nothing else had been against Blackburn, 
his fireeating speech of Thursday night 
had turned away from him all the 
conservative Southern Democrats. Accord- 
ingly, upon the assembling of the caucus to- 
night, there were three candidates in the field:

A SURPRISE. 
The strength of Randall’s vote at the start 
was something of a surprise even to those 
ho had most narrowly watched bis contest. 
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undoubtedly was the determining point in the 
struggle. It then became evident that the fate 
of Goode would be decided by the attitude 
taken by the New Yorkdelegation. In this del- 
egation there were enough original Randall men 
whom Cox was never able to secure to make 
it. certain that the delegation could 
not pe delivered to Goode. Fernando 
Wood has had, too many bitter contests with 
Cox to assist him in engineering the New York 
vote for Goode, and the Randall men, who 
mostly are spare! men, were not disposed 
to accept for a candidate a man who comes 
from a State which is the mother of repudia- 
tion as well as Presidents. It was also known 


that Bliss and Willis would in any event vote

SENT FROM BUROPE HIS PROXY 

in Randall's favor, In view of this sentiment 
a caucus of the New York delegation 
was held at 4 o'clock this alter 
noon in which, after a very 
animated and bitter contest, the delegation, 
with the single exception of rkson Potter, 
adopted a resolution in two parts, viz.: First, 
that the delegation would present no candidate 
from their own State; second, that they would 
not vote for any candidate from their own State 
if presented by others. After this there was 
nothing for Cox to do but to formally decline 
the contest. This done, 

MR. RANDALL'S VICTORY WAS ASSURED 
and there only remained to be determined the 
question of majority. 

The decision of the New York delegation, al- 
though kept secret, soon became known to 
wavering members, and resulted in 
causing a great break for ll.

In- 
deed, some of the most foremost friends of 
Randall were 1 Biackburn’s own State. 
Randall’s strength Penusylvania quite sur- 
prised those who had expected that the Wallace 
faction would use its influence to defeat him.

Randall, while many of the individual members 
of that delegation, who hitherto have been re- 
garded as his opponents, worked for him with 
enthusiasm.

THE ESTIMATES. 
FIGURES TO BE SENT TO CONGRESS BY THE 
DEPARTMENTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasuinetor, D. C., Oct. 13.—The President's 
message to Congress will cover a report from 
the Secretary of War and estimates for the sum 
necessary to provide for the army during the 
current fiscal year. The Secretary asks an ap- 
propriation of $31,282,000, including $520,000 to 


complete the new War Department buildings. 


The Secretary urges that this appro- 
priation be made available immediately, 
because of the insecurity of thé present building, 
and constant dangers which threaten the valu- 
able récords stored in its lofts. For repairs and 
support of the soldiers’ cemeteries an appro- 
priation of 818,000 is recommended. The last 
Congress failed to make an appropriation for 
this purpose.

NATIONAL FINANCE. 


As Viewed from a Nashville Standpoint. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 13.—The meeting 
this morning, called by the Board of Trade, to 
take action against Sherman’s policy of contrac- 
tion was not largely attended. Judge Demass 
was called to the chair. He commended the 
President for raising himself above party, and 
said the recent election iu Ohio was not a Demo- 
cratic victory so much as an anti-Sherman vie- 
tory. The meeting adopted a petition. to Con- 
gress to speedily repeal the law taxing the is- 
sue of State and private banks, repeal the law 
demonctizing silver, and enact laws for the free 
coinage of silver by citizens; to cause the Gov- 
ernment to issue, in place of the present green- 
back currency, a full legal tender, to be received 
in payment of all debts, public and private, not 
specifically made payabie in coin by the contract; 
to take from the Secretary of the Treasury all 
power over our circulation and prohibit his fur- 
ther contraction, but increase the circulation 
until equal in volume to the business wants of 
the country; asks the postponement of the 
questioa of single or doub.e standard until the 
iniquity of demonetization is atoned by restor- 
ing that which was wrongfully taken; repels 
the charge that people seeking relief from von- 
traction are in favor of recklessinflatiouists; that 
bonds should be taken up with currrency, and 
not currency with bonds, the supply to be regu- 
lated by the Gemand, and an interconvertible 
bond with a low rate of interest. Twelve years 
of contraction have been endured with a sub- 
mission that has no parallel. They deem it an 
insult to the intelligence of the people and an 
unwarranted presumption of their ignorance to 
make the ment that resumption would 
bring relief.

THE RAILROADS. 


NEW LINE TO THE PACIFIC, 

The people of the United States are now in a 
fair way to secure another through line to the 
Pacific Coast, independent of the Union Pacific, 
without being taxed to death to assist Col. 
Thomas Scott in retrieving his fortunes by pay- 
ing for the completion of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railroad, which is now running from Kansas 
City and Atchison to Pueblo, has just com- 
pleted arrangements for the extension of its 
line to the Pacific Coast without asking any 
more assistance from the country than is usual- 
ly granted to enterprises of such vast im- 


~portance. This road is principally owned by 


Boston capitalists. who have long been 
aching to spoil the plans of Jay Gould 
and Thomas Scott. The former has been charg- 
ing exorbitant tolls on the traffic to and from 
the Pacific Coast because bis is the only line 
now leading there, and the latter is asking the 
people to build a lint of which he alone will de- 
rive all the benefits. 

These Boston gentlemen have already com- 
menced the work of extending their line, and 
they have tendered the management of the road 
to a gentleman whose reputation is sufficient to 
guarantee a successful carrying out of the en- 
terprise. Surveying parties are now in the field 
from Pueblo west, to lay out aline to connect 
with the Utah Southern, which will bring it to 
Salt Lake City and Ogden, where it 
will connect with the Central Pacific. 
The distance is less than 400 
miles, and there are no ticular obstacles in 
the way. This line will be superior in some re- 
spects to Jay Gould’s Union Pacific, and has 
much leas to suffer from rigorous winters. But 
besides this, it is contemplated to push the road 
southwest via Santa Fe, and connect it with the 
com pleted portion of the Southern Pacific, which 
is now running to Fort Yuma, and is being rap- 
idly pushed eastward. This will spoil Col. 
Scott's argument that no one else than himself 
can give an Eastern outlet to the Southern Pa- 
cific, and that it will have to be done with the 
assistance of the nation. 

The gentleman whoin all probability will take 
charge of the gigantic enterprise is Mr. W. B. 
Strong, General Superintendent of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Raiiroad. The position 
was offered to Mr. Strong several wecks ago with 
such inducements as to lead bim to consider 
the offer favorably, and he has finally made up 
his mind to accept, pfovided the Directors of 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe will unani- 
mously consent that be shall bave full control 
without interference from any one. All the 
Directors but one have already acceded to Mr. 
Strong’s demand, and this one, who is also a 
Director of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad, will updoubtedly follow the same 
course, having witbheld his signature thus far 
merely on account of his reluctance to see Mr. 
Strong leave the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, 
the affairs of which he has managed with such 
signal ability. 

Mr. Strong's transfer to more useful and im- 
portant fields of labor leaves a vacancy in the 
General Supertutendency of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Railroad, and it has not yet 
been definitely decided who is to fill his chair. 
Were it not for the fact that Mr. C. E. Perkins, 
the present Vice-President of the road, is anx- 
ious to sever bis connection with the Chicago, 
Burlington & incy, he would undoubtedly 
come bere and fill the place himself, but as it is, 
it is hardly probable that he will accept. The 
reason that Mr. Perkins is anxious to leave is, 
that he is also the General Manager of the Bur- 
lington & Missouri River Railroad in Nebraska. 
This road, as is well known, has been trying for 
some years past to compel the Union Pacific to 
pro-rate with it as far as Kearney. The matter 
is now before Congreas for adjudication, and 
will probably come up durive the coming ses- 
sion. On account of Mr. Perkins’ connection 
with the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, Mr. 
Jay Gould has been discriminating against the 
latter road, believing thereby he would be able 
to force Mr. Perkins to terms. Mr. Robert Har- 
ris, the President, and several other gentlemen 
prominently connected with the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & —— Railroad, do not Iike to have 
their line made the scapegoat for other people's 
fights, and Mr. Perkins, in order to_bave his 
hands free and be able to fight Gould to the 
bitter end without hindrance, has sent 
in. his resignation as Vice-President of the 
Burlington, which, however, has not been ac- 
cepted, As the mattey now stands, the 

robabitities are that, in ti event of Mr. Strong 
eaving the Burlington Road, President Robert 
Harris will resume the management himself, 
and if it becomes necessary to fill the position of 
General Superintendent. Mr. W. C. Smith, at 
present General Freight Agent of the road, has 
the best show forit. No better orabler man 
for this position could be found, as Mr. Smith is 
well posted on all the duties appertaining to 
this responsible position, having formerly filled 
the office of General Manager of tne Indian- 
apolis, Bloomington & Western Railroad with 
good judgment and ability.

AN IMPORTANT EXPERIMENT ON 
RAILROAD CAR WHEELS. 
New York Rulletin. 

An interesting test by hydraulic pressure was 
recently made at the Harlem Railroad machine 
shops, inthe presence of a large number of 
railroad men, upon two of the Atwood steel 
tire railway wheels, the peculiarity of which is 
that the tire is held to its place upon the centre 
by a packing of hemp, dispensing entirely with 
bolts or rivets. ror the purposes of experi- 
ment, a wheel which had run 40,000 miles, the 
tire of; which showed signs of being slichtly 
loose, Was first selected. The experiment was 
to show that although a tire may work 
loose it cannot come off, the hemp packing in- 
terlocking and securing it beyond the. possi- 
bility of an accident. The pressure being ap- 

lied, the tire was seen to start at a pressure of 
hree tons. The pressure being increased 
up to ut tons, caused the wrought iron 
ring, which is simply used to cover 
the opening through which the  pack- 
ing is inserted, to spring off. When the 
pressure was further carried up to 501-5 tons, 
it caused the tire to move off 2% inches (about 
half way off), but still left it firmly tixed to the 
centre. As a second experiment, a wheel was 
selected which had also run 40,000 milvs, in 
sound condition, To this a pressure of 68% 
tons was applied, when the tire showed indica- 
tions of moving less. than one-sixteenth of an 
inch. It was not thought necessary to carry 
the experiments any further, the demonstration 
being perfect that tires secured in this way are 
safe beyond all contingencies. 

A set of these wheels, which have during the 
past winter and summer run 180,000 miles, 
under a sleeping-car weighiug thirty tons, have 
fully demonstrated what is claimed for this 
wheel, the perfect tastening of a steel tire to 
an iron centre, decreasing the noise and jar, 
and also the wear and tear upon rails and 
journals. 


THE MICHIGAN AIR LINE. 

A Detroit dispatch in yesterdav’s Innern 
stated that Rufus Osborn & Co., stockholders 
of the original Michigan Air-Line Railroad Com- 
pany, bad brought suit in the United States 
Circuit Court Friday to impeach the foreclos- 
ure and sale by J. Youug Scammon of that part 
of the road running from Ridgway to Romeo, 
claiming that the mortgage under which the sale 
was made was fraudulent. 

All that Mr. Scammon remembered of the 
mortgage referred to when appealed to for in- 
formation yesterday was that it was made to 
him some eight or ten years ago as Trustee to 
secure certain bonds. When the bonds were 
not paid, he foreclosed the mortgage, on the 
advice of his attorneys. Itwas so long ago that 
Mr. Scammon did not remember the names of 
the parties. All that he could recollect was 
that there was a trust-deed made to him to se- 
cure certain raliroad bonds. The deed and the 
bonds were brought to him, and when the 
bonds were not peid he was ucsted to fore- 
close and sell, which he did. e foreclosure 
also took piace some years ago, and be thinks 
it rather late to rake up the matter now. 


LOCAL POLITICS. 


A General View of the Field in Which 
the Candidates Are Arrayed. 


The Greenbackers Hold a Pow- 
wow and Dectine Publicity.

An Anti-Hesing Feeling in the Third and 
Eighteenth Wards, 


The pohtical field during the week just closed 
has not been cleared of much of its debris. The 
candidates are so numerous that about an aver- 
age of ten can be found for every office. For 
the most part those who are offering themselves 
are not men over whom the public will grow 
frantic with enthusissm. A great many men 
are secking office who have never been known 
as anything else than ward bummers and pot- 
house politicians. This is true of all the 
parties now in the field. The 
amented death of Dan O'Hara has 
broken up the Lieb combination with which he 
was allied. In order for Lieb to succeed it is 
necessary, according to Democratic teaching, 
that an Irishman should head the ticket. Hence 


Tom Lynch has been taken up to take Dan 
O’Hara’s place. He avery large 
working Torce, which he brings at once into the 


contest. The friends of Judge Wallace think 
that Mr. O’Hdra’s death has increased his 
chances, but this seems hardly to be borne out by 
the facts. Miles Keho. another chronicofficehoider, 
thinks he sees ashow for getting hold of the 
money-bags of Cook County. Lieb's dragoons 
are working with an enthusiasm prompted by a 
forlorn hope. Think of such hard y sons of toil 
as Pat Rafferty, Stitt, Gleason, Johnny Craw- 
ford, and others whose hands have become 
brawny and blistered by milking the public teat 
at $4 a day and who are doing Lieb’s election- 
eering by trying to control workingmen’s meet- 
ings. tt seems that the Democracy are striv- 
ing hard to get control of the industrials and 
the Communists. They know that there is but 
little confidence felt in them, and they want a 
bolstering up. Hence their great anxiety for 
— welfare of the workingmen and their fami- 
les. 

8. H. McCrea bas loomed up as a very strong 
candidate for the County Treasurership on the 
Republican ticket, and his friends are doing 
much to advance his cause. Mr. McCreais from 
the Twelfth Ward, where, also, Mr. Kohlsaat 
lives, who is a candidate for Probate Judge, and 
who bas for partners Park-Commissioner Stan- 
ford and ex-Congressman Ward. Mr. McCrea 
is well known, and his bright record as an Al- 
derman will not injure him any in the eyes of 
the public. The Republicans exhibit a deter- 
mination to put up only first-class men, especially 
for the County Commissionerships. The citizens’ 
movement seems to have fallen through, after 
the fiasco which the Committee of Thirteen has 
created. Their action is laughed at. 

The Greenbackers at present are the tenants 
of a house that is divided against itself. The 
conceited McNally, the boss blatherskite of the 

arty, and the loud-mouthed A. C. Cameron 
bane dove much to bring this about. There is 
liable to be some lively scalping in that camp at 
the next meeting. Lhe Communists have a 
headquarters, but no money and but little fol- 
lowing. The Industrials are developing more 
strength — — are inclined to credit 
them with, and they will work in the present 
campaign; hence the anxiety of the Democracy 
to buy them out.

Our 
hope is that his investigations may prove a 
blessing to many a family that is on the 
verge of starvation by hanging on to city 
life in the present hard times. 


THE CAUSE OF HARD TIMES. 
We printed the other day a communication 
from a very intelligent German upon hard 
times, and what causes them. We have 
printed several communications of this sort, 
and nearly every writer has a theory of his 
own, which he deems amply sufficient to ac- 
count for them. The subject is worthy of 
a little Sunday sermonizing, not only as to 
the cause, but also as to the remedy. 
The key to the secret of the hard times, 
most undoubtedly, is the reckless determina- 
tion of the American people to get heavily 
into debt,—a determination so universal that 
it may almost be regarded as a business 
maxim.* This determination grows out of 
the risky, gambling spirit of the Americans, 
the unconservative, speculative character of 
the people,—that feeling which induces every 
man ‘‘ to make a spoon or spoil a horn,” and 
to risk all his own money and the money of 
all his friends to make a sudden strike or 
rush into a fortune at one bound. Asa peo- 
ple we cannot wait; we must go at break- 
neck pace. We are not contented with slow 
gains; fortune must come in a shower. 
When the inevitable catastrophe arrives, 
then we look about for the causes. We say 
that Jay Cooks Northern Pacific or some 
other collapsed railroad speculation has 
worked the mischief; that the sudden 
break-down of weak banks has de- 
stroyed all. confidence, and thus par- 
alyzed business; that stock-gambling 
corrupts business circles and ruins legitimate 
trade; that the shrinkage of values has 
closed up mills and other industrial enter- 
prises and thrown thousands out of employ- 
ment, and so on,andsoon. But how did 
we get into sucha condition? There can- 
not be a shrinkage of values unless there 
has been a previous expansion. There can- 
not be bankruptcies unless there has been an 
inordinate rushing into debt. 
By way of contrast, France furnishes an 
excellent illustration. Her war with Ger- 
many, first and last, including the indem- 
nity, cost as much if not more than our 
Civil War, although it was very brief in com- 
parison with our four-years’ conflict. She 
met with frightful reverses. She was hu- 
miliated and trampled into the very dust by 
the German giant. She had to pay not only 
the cost of the war, but cities, towns, and 
villages were muicted in enormous sums 
to meet the heavy indemnity demanded by 
Germany. After the last German soldier had 
left her soil, she commenced to reorganize 
her army, and she has ever since had to 
support half a million of men in arms. 
Notwithstanding all this, the material pros- 
perity of France continues to flow ina 
strong, even tide. There is no absolute 
want, few paupers or idlers. All France to- 
day is at work, and the gay city of Paris is 
the busiest of all. There is no panic, no 
shrinkage of values, no distress, no crisis. 
The bank paper, which had depreciated dur- 
ing the war, owing to inordinate issue, has 
gradually recovered and worked up to par 
with gold. Stocks, securities, and land 
values have risen. They have no trouble 
with life or fire insurance. The one is based 
on sound principles, and the other is secure, 
because they have no fire-losses of any con- 
sequence, since they build better than we. 
They have no collapsing savings banks, no 
dishonest bankers or defaulting brokers, as we 
have them. What is the secret of all this? 
Simply the French do not rush into debt 
beyond what they are able to pay. A man 
with but $10,000 does not rush into $50,000 
of debt, or gamble away his whole capital on 
margins that may be wiped out on a single 
day's fall of stocks. He never borrows to 
the whole amount of his cipital. He bor- 
rows little, lends little, and uses his own 
money in his business. Thus Frenchmen go 
on carefully, securely, and steadily, and 
France has no expensive panics on hand. 
The same is true of Belgium, Holland, 
Switzerland, and Italy, whose 80,000,000 
people conduct business upon the French 
system. We hear of no panics or financial 
crises in those countries. 

Our four-years’ panic, in actual losses such 
as figure upon ledgers, has cost this country 
more than its four-years’ war,—the losses 
growing out of our determination to rush 
recklessly into debt in order to carry on bal- 
looning enterprises, nine out of ten of which 
collapse at a giddy height and tumble every- 
thing down into ruin. Even now, while we 
are passing through the Valley of Humilia- 
tion, when thousands of men are seeking to 
rehabilitate themselves by going through 
bankruptcy, :t is inevitable that, when the 
wheel turns over and we reach easy times 
again, a legion of speculators will rush in 
again and go to the length of their en- 
tire capital, their credit, and their friends’ 
paper, as far as they can control it, in 
speculative gambling in margins, longs and 
shorts, puts and calls, just as they did be- 
fore, with the certain result that in afew 
years another financial cyclone will strike the 
country, whirling everything into promis- 
cuous ruin. Then people will busy them- 
selves attributing the disaster to false rea- 
sons, just as they do now. Debt, with its 
ruinous accompaniments of high rents, high 
interest, and high expenses, is the worm that 


nation. We take greater risks for high in- 
terest than any other nation. We would 
rather have 10 per cent interest in a balloon 
than 5 per cent on terra firma. De- 
positors would rather invest thei 


try would shortly be full of capital invested 
in productive business, instead of having its 
capital on Bourses and in balloons, and 
risked upon uncertainties of the same char- 
acter that attend investments in a faro-bank.

HOW THE PUBLIC IS ROBBED. 

During the last ten days, the Criminal 
Court of this county has been occupied with 
the trial of several of the persons who are 
now or have been County Commissioners. 
‘The technical charge against these persons is 
that of a conspiracy to defraud Cook County. 
The substance of the charge is that during a 
number of years the firm of Jamus ForsyTHE 
& Co., through one of its members, CLEMENS 
F. Pertoxat, held contracts, obtained by vote 
of the County Board, for the supply of 
the Alms-House, Insane Asylum, County 
Hospital, and other public charities. 
Periouat was able, if there were any 
competition, to underbid all others. The 
contracts included all descriptions of groce- 
ries, provisions (except meats and bread), 
dry goods, clothing, furniture, flour, and 
other things needed for the support of per- 
haps 2,000 to 2,500 persons. Leaving out of 
view the Commissioners, it was essential that 
Prrioiat to succeed should have control of 
the subordinate officers, and hence he began 
at once to name them. Kmrmeriy was elect- 
ed Warden of the Alms-House and Asylum, 
and was unquestionably appointed in the 
first instance because of his personal charac- 
ter for integrity. After serving a year, he 
was dismissed, and a year later he 
was re-elected. By this time PErRioLat 
had become master of the County Board, and 
no person could retain office under the coun- 
ty without his consent. Then began the 
corruption and dishonesty. In due time 
KimBer_y and Pertotat had an agreement, 
by which Kmrseriy was to certify to the re- 
ceipt of all the goods charged m Perio.at’s 
bills ; on this certificate the County Board 
voted the payment. This agreement was for 
a dishonest purpose. Kimperty was to re- 
ceive a proportion of the money, and actu- 
ally did receive $5,500 cash from PERIoLarT. 
It was shown that a number of County Com- 
missioners obtained goods from PxxroLar's 
store, which goods were charged to profit and 
loss, and PERIOLAT's books reveal the payment 
of cash to Commissioners, which payments 
were also charged to profit and loss. How 
much the county was plundered during the 
continuance of this robbery is not known ; 
nor can it be shown in what proportions the 
pluader was distributed, except in the cases 
of Kmapsriy, who received $5,500, and a 
sub-contractor for meat, who received $3,000 
for meat never delivered. The only direct 
evidence tending to show the extent of the 
robbery was a record kept during part of 
one year of the items of groceries charged 
in the monthly bills, and paid by the county, 
which were not delivered. A comparison of 
the record of goods not delivered with the 
bills paid may serve to show the operation 
of the fraud: Thus the bill for groceries for 
July, 1874, footed up $1,710.93; the record 
of goods not sent showed that arti- 
cles to the sum of $599.77 charged 
in the bill were not delivered. Therefore 
the county paid $1,710.93 for goods amount- 
ing to $1,111.16. Here was an overcharge 
of over 50 per cent. The bill for groceries 
delivered at the Insane Asylum, September, 
1874, amounted to $1,335.67, of which goods 
there were withheld articles amounting to 
$699.82. The value of the goods actually 
delivered was $635.85, for which the county 
paid $1,335, an overcharge exceeding 100 per 
cent. Actual and direct proof of these 
frauds exist of record in the bills for groce- 
ries covering a period of eight months; but 
the same contractor, the same Warden, and 
substantially the same Commissioners, con- 
trolled the business during several years, and 
the public have the right to assume that 
during the other months there was no differ- 
ence in the way the goods were delivered and 
charged for. An estimate of the value of 
the groceries delivered by PERrolAr to the 
County Agent during the 5 


year 1875-76 
shows that for goods worth $13,473 the 
county paid $22,287, an overcharge of about 
60 per cent; and that for groceries furnished 
the Alms-House and Insane Asylum during 
the same year, worth $13,701, the county 
paid $25,669, an overcharge of nearly 100 
per cent. When it is remembered that 
PERIOLAT’s contracts embraced practically all 
the things purchased by the county, amount- 
ing annually to about $280,000, the public 
may estimate the extent of the whole rob- 
bery. On the assumption that the shortages

de for, we have the county paying 


in a single year to Prriovat and his 
confederates $90,000 in excess of the 
honest value of the supplies furnished. 
Now, what was done with this money? 
There were PERIOLAr and his business part- 
ners, Kn, the Warden, the County 
Agent, the Warden of the Hospital, fifteen 
County Commissioners, ‘the minor and sub- 
contractors for bread, flour, medicines, 
meats, boots and shoes, coal and wood, hard- 
ware, dry foods, and furniture. Who of these 
were participants in the plunder? Two of 
them have confessed their share, but they 
were not Commissioners. Does any one 
suppose that Prriotat kept the whole, year 
after year, and that fifteen Commissioners, who 
year after year voted him all the money he 
asked, and who were present time and again 
when goods were delivered, permitted all 
this wholesale robbery to go on without lift- 
ing a voice in protest, or without requiring 
the boss to divide? The County Board has 
been in existence six years. It is not extrav- 
agant to assume that during three years at 
least of that time its control has been essen- 
tially rotten and corrupt. It is im- 
possible to make any close estimate 
of the extent to which this corruption 
has robbed the county. Its operations have 
not been confined to dealings with PxRiolAr 
in the matter of county supplies. The same 
man figured extensively as a go-between in 
the purchase of a hospital-site,—a fraud that 
was fortunately detected and defeated. The 
transactions of the Board in the matter of 
building the hospital, and in the contracts 
and material for the Court-House building, 
are all fresh in the mind of the public. 
During three years the county has fallen 
in arrears—that is, its expenditures have ex- 
ceeded its revenue—a half million of dol- 
lars. That is a deficiency which, great as it 
is, is hardly sufficient to fully evidence the 
fraud, dishonesty, and recklessness which 
have controlled and directed the action of 
“ithe County Commissioners. It is idle to 
apologize for or extenuate their conduct on 
the ground that they are moge ignorant than 
corrupt, more generous than dishonest. 
They are not ignorant, nor are they men 
who could be led blindly, even by a man like 
Pexrotat. They know well what they are 
doing, but they are generally of that class 
who have sought the office for the plunder 
that can be secured. 
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We avneal to the people of Chicago. in the 
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man vote for any person for Commissioner 
unless the candidate be one whose personal 
character gives assurance that he will not 
imitate his predecessors. No party nomina- 
tion can fit a man for the office of Commis- 
sioner. He must have somgthing better and 
higher than that to qualify him, or to justify 
any person voting for him. No man who 
seeks the office should be nominated, or, if 
nominated, elected. The entire income of a 
Commissioner should not exceed $150 a year, 
and for any man having an honest way of 
living to accept the office will be a sacrifice. 
No other kind of man should be elected, and 
will not be if the voters are true to their 
own and to the public interest. 


BLOCK PAVEMENTS. 

The City Council now has a committee en- 
gaged in considering what sort of pavement 
is best adapted for the renewal of the miles 
of streets that demand repaving. It is a 
question of the greatest importance. Until 
some stone pavement shall be invented that 
will be endurable as well as durable, there is 
no question but the wooden pavements are 
the best for a climate like ours and under the 
conditions that surround Chicago. If there 
were deposits of asphalt within easy and 
cheap accessibility, so that pavements of 
pure asphalt (and not a perishable combina- 
tion) could be laid at a reasonable cost, it 
might be worth while to consider their suit- 
ability; if there were no more travel than 
on the country highways, or if the gravel of 
this section of the country were as good 
as may be found in Canada and 
some parts of the East, it might be well to 
experiment with gravel pavements. But, 
under the circumstances, there is no doubt 
that the wooden-block pavement is incompar- 
ably superior for our city streets to any 
other. The real question, then, with which 
the Council Committee should concern itself 
is, how the block pavement should be con- 
structed so as to insure the longest durabili- 
ty. We believe experience has taught that 
the prime essentials are a firm foundation 
and fresh, live timber, and that it is the neg- 
lect of one or both these requisites that is 
responsible for the rapid decay of the wooden 
pavement on many of our streets. 

The fairest way to ascertain the justice of 
this judgment is to compare the pavement on 
different streets as to duration. Of late years 
it has been the custom to lay the blocks with- 
out a board foundation, but on the earth, 
often newly filled in, and it is .notorious that 
these pavements have gone to ruin rapidly. 
West Washington street furnishes an illuatra- 
tion of the opposite principle, The street is 
not in good condition, but it is certainly in 
better condition than many streets that were 
paved not more than two or three years 
ago. A partof West Washington street was 
paved twelve years ago and a part of it eleven 
years ago, and the pavement is still in much 
better condition than that on West Adams 
street, which has been laid since the fire. 
The difference in durability may be traced to 
the construction. In the case of West Wash- 
ington street, the grading was done so as to 
let an entire winter intervene and give 


the necessary time for the settling 
of the dirt under the travel upon 
it. Then there was a covering of thick 


boards, and the blocks were uniformly of 
fresh, live lumber. But when a street is 
newly filled in. and blocks are laid directly 
upon it without even the intervention of 
boards, the sinking of individual blocks 
under the pressure of wagon-wheels, the 
chipping of the adjoining blocks, and the 
formation of holes begin immediately. 
When, in addition to this, the blocks them- 
selves are made from lumber that is already 
„dead (such lumber, for instance, as has 
been scorched by forest fires), and where 
the process of decay has already set in, it 
cannot reasonably be expected that the 
pavemeut will withstand the wear and tear 
of travel or the process of decomposition 
in the earth for any length of time. The 
duration and cheapness of the wooden pave- 
ments to be laid in the future will depend 
upon the compliance with these essentials of 
a solid foundation and first-class, live pine ; 
and it should be the aim of the Council to 
enforce this compliance in the case of all 
new pavements. The condition of Chicago 
streets, even after repavement, will also 
depend largely upon the means provided for 
keeping the new. pavements in repair. The 
prompt readjustment of every block that gets 
displaced will insure a duration of several 
years more than the average duration of the 
wooden pavements, and every dollar judi- 
ciously expended in this way will save the 
people ten dollars of expenditure for repav- 
ing. 


THE ELECTIONS IN FRANCE TO-DAY. 

It is impossiBle at the present writing to 
predict with any degree of precision what 
will be the result of the elections in France 
to-day. Both parties make large claims, and 
neither has yet established its superiority in 
anything more convincing than words. The 
advantages of a perfect organization and an 
abundance of the sinews of war are with the 
Government; while the Republicans are 
strong in a righteous cause. The last few 
days have cleared away some misunderstand- 
ings. It is no longer possible to doubt—if, 
indeed, any intelligent student of French 
politics ever did doubt—what the Govern. 
ernment is striving for. The Marshal has 
nominated as representatives of his views 131 
Legitimists, 83 Orleanists, and 298 Bonapart- 
ists. This apportionment leaves unprovided 
for only twenty arrondissements, which are 
in and around Paris; these have been aban- 


doned to the Republicans by com- 
mon consent. The proponderance of Bo- 
napartists in the official lists is an 


important fact. The Marshal asks France 
to return a Chamber, two-thirds of which 
shall be committed to the Empire. There 
is no wisdom in saying that an approval of 
the Imperial idea in Government does not 
involve necessarily the restoration of the 
Napoleonic dynasty. The Marshal would 
understand the election of a majority of 
Bonapartists to the Chamber to be an authori- 
zation of his plan for bringing back the young 
Prince Imperial. He could hardly interpret 
the election in any other manner. From the 
day on which an Assembly thus constituted 
should meet, President MacManon would be 
the vicegerent of the Bonaparte family. He 
would be permitted, out of consideration for 
his distinguished services, to remain in office 
until the expiration of the Septennate in 
1880, but his principal employment would be 
the preparation of a throne for his Imperial 
master. 

In estimating the relative strength of par- 
ties in France it is well to remember that 
possession is nine points of Government in 
that country. President MacManon has pos- 
session, and by virtue of it has, In a degree 
unprecedented in countries called Republican, 
the means of continuing his power. The 
theory of centralization in Government has 
reached perfection in France. If we could 


schoolmasters, deriving appointment and 
support from the Government; and an- 
other of clergy and those influenced by 
them,—we might realize, perhaps, more 
fully than we do at present, the 
enormous power of the French Executive in 
popular elections. The most important of 
the auxiliary forces is that led by the Church. 
The clericals are contending not merely for 


a political theory, but for a religious idea; 


they find justification in the promptings of 
conscience, or some motive less vague, which 
they mistake for a moral sense. They con- 
trol a large majority of the women of 
France, and through them all the men who 


learn politics from women. The school- 


masters are the creatures of the priests; the 
officeholders support the Marshal because it 
is their habit always to kiss the hand that 
clothes and feeds them; and the army wor- 
ships him not only as its legal head but as 
the hero of Magenta. Nor are these the 
only sources of strength possessed by the 
Government. The name of Narorxo is still a 
tower of strength in France; it is surrounded 
with the glamour of that romance which will 
always attach to Austerlitz and Marengo, 
and it is remembered even for the sake of 
the unfortunate man who died broken- 
hearted at Chiselhurst. The Third Napo- 
LEON, it is true, overwhelmed his country in 
disgrace and ruin, but he had previously 
raised it to an unexampled pitch of prosperi- 
ty. The. money-power, always conservative 
in its tendencies, is also on the side of Mac- 
Manon. It sees the debt of France already 
swelled to $4,400,000,000, or double that of 
the United States; and it trusts the Marshal, 
because he alone, of all Frenchmen, seems to 
have the power to enforce peace. Every 
little capitalist the country through thinks 
on his rentes, and prays that the Marshal 
may be successful. 

The recapitulation of advantages possessed 
by the Republicans is briefer. They have 
nothing to depend upon but the justice of 
their cause ; and justice, we well know, does 
not always prevail in popular elections. But 
behind the ballot there is another remedy 
for wrong which no friend of humanity can 
desire to use under ordinary circumstances. 
The Republicans hold Paris, and Paris too 
often holds the country. If there should be 
an uprising in Paris, the Marshal might find 
himself powerless, in spite of a popular ver- 
dict in his favor. On the whole, it may be 
that the election of a majority of Govern- 
ment candidates would be more likely 
to secure veace than the opposite course. 
There might be no conflict if Mac- 
Manon were approved by the people; there 
certaihly will be, unless he shall stultify 
himself, if a large Republican majority is 
returned. The sympathies of the people of 
the United States in this struggle will of 
course be wth the Republicans. If their 
rights are conceded by the people, they will 
know how to maintain them. The responsi- 
bility for bloodshed, if any shall take place, 
will rest with Marshal MacManon, not with 
them. 


THE COUNTY ELECTION. 

As if a Cook County election were not 
ordinarily beset with enough embarrass- 
ments, it now seems likely that a new com- 
plication will’ be presented this fall. It is 
said that the County Board intend to submit 
to the people at the election next month a 
proposition to issue half a million new bonds. 
The law requires the approval of such an 
issue by popular vote, and the Commission- 
ers contend that the issue will be necessary 
in order to proceed with the work on the 
Court-House. They have kept their inten- 
tion very quiet; and, if they shall. conclude 
to make the attempt, they will probably 
withhold the necessary resolution till within 
a very few days of election (giving just time 
enough to have the ballots printed), and then 
spring it upon the people. ‘The law is defect- 
ive in that it fails to require that a certain 
time shall intervene between the order for a 
vote on the issue of bonds and the election 
at which such vote shall be taken. The 
Board may pass a resolution ordering the 
vote at any time previous to the election. 
It is proper to warn the people that such an 
order may be expected, so that, if it be 
made, they will be prepared to resist it. 

There are several reasons why the people 
ought not (and will not if they properly un- 
derstand the case) to vote for the issue of half 
a million or any other amount of new bonds 
at this time. The first reason (and that 
alone should be enough) is that not an ad- 
ditional dollar beyond what the county can 
levy in taxes should be intrusted to that 
Board before it shall be absolutely certain 
that the old Ring has been smashed, and 
that the ruling majority in the Board may 
be implicitly trusted by the people. An- 
other reason is that, if the affairs of 
the county were honestly administered, 
it is possible that the ordinary expenditures 
would be reduced so much as to leave a suffi- 
cient margin in the constitutional tax-levy 
to provide funds for the construction of the 
Court-House as rapidly as is desirable. The 
people cannot be certain that the County 
Board will be purified by the election of five 
new members this fall; it will be madness to 
vote an issue of bonds under this uncertain- 
ty. Atthe best, it will be necessary that 
every one of the five new members shall be 
possessed of suflicient honesty, and ability, 
and pluck to fight the old Ring, and the risk 
of failing on one or more of the Commis- 
sioners to be elected is too great to hazard 
placing half a million of extra funds under 
the control of the Board. If the Ring shall 
be able to retain its power, the acqnisition 
of an extra half million of dollars would in- 
duce it to spend every dollar of the constitu. 
tional tax-levy on the support of the county 
institutions, and squander the additional 
$500,000 within the year in fraudulent con- 
tracts, extras, and steals. 

It is thought that a proposition to vote 
these bonds will receive the support of the 
laboring classes generally, under the impres- 
sion that the new supply of money will 


yield more work. But it will not yield more 


work, and the laboring men will scarcely be 
betrayed by so transparent a sham. There 
are only a couple of hundred men, more 


or less, employed about the Court-House J 


building, and these men are and will con- 
tinue to be the favorites of the Com- 
missioners and contractors. The gener- 
al community of workingmen will not 
be affected one way or the other 
by the result. But the work of building the 
n the same.

onest Board be secured at the approaching 
election, enough money will be saved out of 
the general fund to go on with the work. 
If the Ring shall still prevail, then the extra 
half million they would ask would be swal- 
lowed up in jobs aud steals, so that the 
workingmen would not get the slightest ben- 
efit therefrom. It is certain that, with 
proper notice and an intelligent comprehen- 
sion of the situation, every taxpayer and 
honest citizen will vote against the bond- 
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Tatcorr and Joun M. Dunpner of the West 
Side, and Mr. Exam G. CLanx of Hyde Park, 
as independent candidates for the County 
Board, is not likely to assist the general pur- 
pose of securing five unimpeachable men for 
the vacancies that occur in the Board. It is 
hardly within political possibilities that both 
Conventions will agree upon these five gen- 
tlemen. Mr. CLaRx is an excellent selection 
from the country ; so would Mr. Mance, 


Tatort be from the West Division, if he 


would accept it ; but, however fit the other 
gentlemen may be, they lack the requisites 
of the present situation, because they 
are not widely enough known to command 
instant confidence upon the mention of their 
names. It is said that the citizens who 
have interested themselves in this matter 
have the assurance of the Democratic man- 
agers that their nominations will be adopt- 
ed, whatever the Republican Convention 
may do, because they expect these gentle- 
men to strengthen the rest of the Demo- 
cratic ticket. But we would warn the 
„Citizens Committee” that Democratic 
promises are exceedingly untrustworthy, 
and that, even if the Democratic man- 
agers are disposed to keep faith, 


they may find themselves powerless 
to control the Democratic Convention. 
It will be very extraordinary if the 


Democratic Convention be not run in the in- 
terests of candidates requiring ‘‘ trades ” ; 
in that case the five nominations for the 
County Board will be needed to help them 
out, and the Citizens’ ticket will be ignored. 
It will not be wise, therefore, for the Repub- 
lican Convention to be guided by any Demo- 
cratic promises in this matter; and if the 
Citizens’ Committee insist upon running 
their ticket independently the interests of 
the people will be jeopardized more than 
ever, and it will be a harder matter than 
ever to fill all five vacancies with men who 
will unite against the present Ring. Herein 
may be found an additional reason for de- 
feating any proposition that may be sub- 
mitted either for issuing new bonds or in- 
creasing the tax-levy beyond the limit to 
which the Constitution binds the County 
Board.

devoted to the stomach, the bed, and the back. 


important. If a man knows how to eat, 


knows the conditions of such a solution. 
Nearly every one eats too much. We have 
fat men who eat very little, and lean men 
who eat enormously. The most famous 
gluttons of the world have been thin, cadav- 
erous, slabby men. Where they put their 
food is as much a mystery as how the 
„one small head” of Goipsmrru’s village- 
schoolmaster ‘* could carry all he knew.” 
Nearly all the diseases that sap the founda- 
tions of human life are the results of in- 
discreet eating. Men devote millions of 
money for the sake of procuring diseases 
of the stomach and the liver, gout and its 
congeners, out of which grow nearly all oth- 
er diseases. Before 40 years of age we 
devote ourselves to reckless eating with com- 
parative impunity; after 40 we devote our- 
selves to soothing outraged physical nature. 
Before 40 we dance; after 40 we pay the 
fiddler. 


Dr. J. H. Bennet, of London, has writ- 


ten a little book upon this subject of eating, 
called Nutrition in Health and Disease,” 
which ought to attract the attention, not so 
much of those who are engaged in paying 
the fiddler as 6f those who must eventually 
pay him if they keep on dancing. It is lit- 
tle consolation to a man with the gout or a 
disordered liver to be informed that he might 
have spared himself his trouble, but it would 
be of great value to a person who has not 
arrived at these cheerful stages, but is on 
the way thither, to be informed of some way 
in which he may enjoy the world's good 


things without being compelled to 
swathe his legs in flannel and fill 
himself full of calomel afterwards. 


This is the aim of Dr. Benner’s little 
book. With regard to the use of solid food, 
his precepts are both practical and useful. 
He finds the cause of much of the physical 
misery in the world in the small daily ex- 
cesses in which people unconsciously in- 
dulge, but which at the end of a year foot 
up a fearful sum total. The eating between 
meals, the ice-creams, and sandwiches, and 
coffee down town in the intervals of shop- 
ping, the caramels and confectionery nibbled 
at before dinner, the piege of mince pie or 
cold cabbage snatched from the pantry after 
fashionable hours, or the midnight spread of 
culinary abominations at fashionable parties, 
these are the factors which go to make up 
a depraved liver, a disordered stomach, and 
a disorganized head after a certain age. Dr. 


exceedingly proper but very didactic 
tutor of young ladies a generation 
ago, — Hannan Monk, — to always rise 
from table with an appetite, but 
he teaches a golden mean that is at once en- 
joyable and philosophical. He prescribes 
methods of self-examination by which the 
eater can ascertain whether he is on the road 
to gout, and in some cases recommends the 
use of the scales as a test for determining 
what may be the result at the end of the 
year of daily increment of weight.

Embarking in the lumber business, 
he matured arrangements that soon had placed 
him at the head of that interest but for the 
crash of 1837, which laid the fabric of his early 
fortunes in rum.

BELL---GLADDEN. 


Coroner’s Inquest on the Victims 
of the North Side 
Tragedy. 


No New Facts Elicited, and a Verdict 
in Accordance Therewith. 


Deputy-Coroner Korn held an inquest yester- 
day morning at 11 o'clock, on the bodies of J. 
W, Gladden and Maud D. Bell, at the old 
County Hospital. A small crowd of idle look- 
ers-on Was present. A jury was soon chosen, of 
which Mr. Gerhard Decker was made foreman. 
After the jury had viewed the two cold, stiff 
bodies in the Morgue, Robert 8. Beil, husband 
of the murdered woman, was first called and 
testified that he lived at Marshalltown, Ia. 
and was employed on the Iowa Central 
Railroad. The body in the Morcue 


was that of Maud D. Bell, his wife He had- 


seen her iast about three weeks ago at her 
parents’ house in New Sharon, Ia. He received 
a letter from her within the last two wecks 
dated at Chicago asking him to send her $10. 
In reply he wrote that he would be in the city 
about the end of this week. He arrived here 
Sunday morning, and first went to look for her 
at No. 100 North Water street, where she had 
written to him to call, but did not find her. He 
was finally directed to No. 100 North Wells 
street, where he got track of a woman named 
Maud, who, he thought, from the de- 
scription, must be his wife. Bell then 
recounted how he had gone out with Scott to 
hunt lor her. As to Gladden, he never had any 
suspicion of any undue attachment between 
him and Maud. When he met Gladden at the 
hotel Friday morning, Gladden told him that 
his —— wife had been here, but had gone 
to indianapolis. Gladden denied that he knew 
anything of the whereabouts of Mrs. Bell. 
Gladden was married, his wife living in Oska- 
loosa. They had one boy. 

Dr. Alexander McKay was then called and 
sworn, and repeated bis statement as given in 
vesterday’s TRIBUNE with no material varia- 
tion. He identified the b.oody razor as the one 
brought to him by McKnight, who said that was 
what had done the deed. 

James C. McKuight, a shoemaker boarding at 
the hotel, gave his story. He had just come 
home to dinner, and had gone to his room, No. 
II, opposite No. 13, where the murderer and his 
victim were. The first he knew of any trouble 
was when the screams of a woman filled 
the house. He rushed to the room 
from which the screams came, but 
the room was empty and the 
man Gladden was going around the corner of 
the hail ahead of him. Going out into the hall, 
McKnight saw Dr. McKay bending over the 
woman and Gladden pushing him away. Mc- 
Knight also testified to having found the razor 
lying open ou the floor of No. 13. The bloody 
razor was produced and identified as the one he 
bad found and shown to Dr. McKay. 7

MONTREAL’S SUPERB HOTEL. 

John A. Slucher, resident agent in New York 
for the State Associated Press, writes a most in- 
telligent and observant letter on Montreal to 
the Troy Times.

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SOME PROMINENT DRIVERS. 

Now that the trotting season is practically at an 
end, a few facts concerning the prominent drivers 
of the country may not be amis. 

First on the list comes 

JOHN SPLAR, 

who stands head and shoulders above any man in 
the country in point of ability. Some people may 
be inclined to doubt this statement. and assert that 
John's reputation was made by Rarus, as Buad 
Doble's was by Goldsmith Maid, and that there are 
plenty of drivers who could have developed the 
big bay horse’s speed as fully as Splan. But such 
is not the case. Rarus has been on the 
turf several seasons, and has had some 
of the best ribbon- handlers in the 
country behind him, buat when he came into 
Splan's hands his record of 2:20 K was the measure 
of his ability. How this horse’s speed has been 
developed by Splan, until it is now universally 
conceded that any time, when on a fast track and 
in good condition, he can wipe out any record at 
trotting that was ever made, is known to all. Some 
may wonder why this has not been done, why 
Rarus was not given his head during some of this 
season's contests. andthe Maid’s 2:14 eclipsed. 
The same question has been put to Splan many 
times, and he has always answered that Rarus 
would never be driven by him any faster than was 
absolutely necessary in order to win the races in 
which he was engaged. The winning of heats by 
a very short distance i one of the feat- 
ures of Splan's driving, and, whether 
he is driving a 2:10 horse or a _ three- 
minute one, his object is always to win 
by not over a length, and in the majority of cases 
a neck suits him better. But it is not alone his 
driving of Rarus that has secured a reputation for 
Spian.

At all 
the Eastern meetings during the present seas m 
Splan's services have been in great demand by the 
owners of horses, and he has always had more 
horses at his disposal than he could possibly at- 
tend to. 
DAN MACK, 
the veteran, has enjoyed a fair amount of success. 
although the most notabie member of his stable, 
Judge Fulierton, went amiss early in the season, and 
never recovered his form. Dan's principal triamph 
was with Prospero, the speedy son of Messenger 
Duroc. This horse has always n looked upon as 
faster than anything of his age in this country, 
and last season, when he went into Charley Green's 
stabie, great things were expected of him. But 
somehow he failed to be of any account. Some 
laid it to a sore mouth, and others to bad feet, but 
at all events he was no good. This year he has 
been a dangerous horse in his class, always getting 
a piece of the purse, and won one very creditable 
victery, in which he reduced his record to 2:20. 
Sheridan was also brought out this season by Mace, 
and won a good lot of money for his owner, Mr. 
Sheridan Shook, of New York. Dan's services 
were also in considerable demand through the cir- 
cuit by owners who imagined that his superiorek:ll 
and generalship could make their horses win.

The performances of this horse have 
already been given in these columns. Turner also 
had another fine horse in the stallion Nil Des- 
perandum, by Belmont. This horse managed to 
get a picce of nearly every race in which he started, 
and ended the season by walking over for the 
purse in which he was, entered at the 
Breeders“ meeting at Hartford, It is a noteworthy 
fact that of the four ot gs = Philadelphia drivers, 
—Turner, W. H. Doble, Jack Phillips, and Mike 
Goodwin, Turner tats season stands in the 
lead, although beretofore any of the others was 
considerea his superior. 
JOHN MURPHY, 
of New York City. had some very solid men re- 
hind him this season, and with such horses as 
White Stockings, Richard, John Murphy, Jr., and 
Lady Pritc»ard, managed to stand at the head of win- 
ning drivers through the Central Circuitinamounts 
placed to his credit. Asa driver he has not materi- 
ally added to his reputation, the horses in his 
stable having done nothing phenomenal. Rich- 
ard vroved himself a better animal than most 
people gave him credit for being; but White Stock- 
ings did not quite come upto the mark set for 
him by horse-men at the beginning of the 
season. 
PETER V. JOHNSON 
is well known both in Chicago, where he resides, 
and through the East, where he has driven in 
manyarace.

and unable to do himself justice. In Monroe

THE RIFLE. 
BRITISH AND AMERICAN MARKSMEN. 
London Sporting Gazette, Sept. 29. 

Few persons who had carefully studied the rec- 
ords of American long-range shooting during the 
past year could have had much doubt as to the 
issue of the international contest decided at Creed- 
moor on the 13th and 14th inst. The best indi- 
vidual and aggregate scores in the competition for 
the Elcho Shield had been frequently exceeded in 
America, and the two victories of American teams 
over the crack Irish teams showed that in long- 
range shooting Cousin Jonathan meant to whip 
creation. It must, therefore, have been with 
something of the feeling of a forlorn hope that Sir 
Henry Halford's team of British marksmen set out 
for the States. That feeling must have deepened 
during the practice at Creedmoor previous to the 
match. The two teams shot regularly at the prac- 
tice targete every day, and their scores were 
always carefully compared. The result of the 
last six days of practice was that the American 
team scored 9,657 pointe against 9. 410 scored by 
the British team. This gave a preponderance of 
247 points in the six days’ ~~ & But the dis- 
hearteni feature of these six s shooting to 
the British team was thatonfive outof the six 
s they were headed by the American team, and 

once did they hold their own, and then only 
wo points, the American score being that day 
forty-six points lower than on any other day. The 
difference between the two teams was thoroughly 
discounted before the match, and it was evident 
that the contest must, bar accidents, end in favor 
of the Americans, The only redeeming feature 
about the six days’ practice was that the nighest 
individual* score was made oy Milner, of the 
British team, who 1, 226 out of a possible 
1,350; Hyde, of the American team, running 
him very close with 1,224 Under these de- 
pressing circumstances t woul not 
have been surprising if the British team had 
made but a poor fightin the great match. But it 
redounds greatly to their credit that they made a 
most gallant and plucky s e when the cracial 
test came. Each team outdid its previous best 
record, and the shooting on both sides was such as 
has never been seen before. It is now matter of 
history that the Americans were victorious in the 
two ints, —a de-

take up, and especially so in their 
sports. We heartily wish that we could infuse 
some of that vigorous enthusiasm into our own 
sports and sportsmen; it would help to clear away 
a good many abuses and purify many of our sports 
from the tainted atmosphere of low canning and 
greed that surround them. 

Bat to return to the rifle match itself. It has 
been suggested thatthe American victory is a vic- 
tory of superior rifies, not of superior marksmen. 
And, indeed, in the Sharp rifle the Americans 
seem to bave at last secured a match rifle which for 
accu at long ranges is unsu perhaps 
unequaled. That isa fact, however, which is not 
creditabie tous, For the last fifteen years our 
experts have been engaged in endeavoring to ob- 
tain the best possible long-range rifle, yet here are 
the Americans, with whom long-range shooting 
has not been in vogue four years, producing a 
rifle better, they allege, than we have been abe to 
produce after fifteen years’ close experience. Of 
course it will be urged that American gunmakers 
have had the advantage of our experience to guide 
them, and that they have in reality started from 
the point at which we left off. Nevertheless, 
the fact still remains that the Americans, with 
only four years experience of long-range shooting, 
are able to beat us both in rifles and marksmen, 
though we have had fifteen years’ experience. The 
sudden growth and rapid spread of the taste for 
. shooting in America are very remark- 
able, and prove that tae Americans must all along 
have had a latent, undeveloped aptitude for marks- 
manship, which only required to be called into ex- 
istence to become universal. Years ago, indeed, 
the Americans had a reputation as rifle shots, and 
the exploits of the Kentucky backwoodsman and 
hunter are familiar to all readers of Fenimore 
Cooper. It might have been expected that the 
Civil War would, have developed any latent talent 
for shooting which the Americans possessed, 
but it does not seem to have done so. There 
was no remarkable display of marksmanship 
either on the Federal or Confederate side. 
Nor afterthe War, when the peaceful contest at 
Wimbledon had made the renown of English 
riflemen world-wide, aid this sudden rise ofa 
mania for rifle-shooting excite anyemulation in Am- 
erica. It was not anti] Maj. Leech, the Captain of 
the victorious Irish team who won the Elcho 
Shield iu 1873, issued a challenge to American 
marksmern that long-range 1 first started 
into being in America. Since then it has become 
increasingly popular, and there can be no douht 
that America cannot only produce better marks- 
men than England, but that she can produce far 
more. There could probably be ten teams of 
long-range marksmen made upof crack shots 
who would run the victors to the recent Creedmoor 
match very close for first honors. This is an un- 
equivocal proof that in rifle-shooting the Ameri- 
cans have found not only their most popular pas- 
time, ~ the one.in which they are most qualified 
to excel.

„THE BARONESS OF NEW YORK.”

„The Baroness of New Tork “ is just such a 
wild, reckless, irregular poem as no one but 
Joaquin Miller couid have written or would 
have written. Its incidents are neither prob- 
able nor possible; there is a great deal of 
slovenly writing in it from first to last, and 
many passages are the baidest kind of prose, 


| cut into lengths, with nothing of poetry 


about them but the rhymes. In spite of these 
faults—the needlessness of which makes 
them all the more exasperating—the book is 
one which fascinates and enthralls the reader. 
It is full of beauties of description and expres- 
sion, and one is compelled to acknowledge that, 
if it does contain the worst things Mr. Miller 
has ever published, it also contains his best. 
The story opens in a dense forest on an island 
near the South American coast: 
A dim, dark land of bird and beast, 
Black, shaggy beasts with cloven claw; 
A land that scarce knew prayer or priest, 
Or law of man. or nature's law, 
Or aught that good men ever saw.

has thought several times he had his all ready, 
but something new would turn up, something 
required further explanation and elaboration,

Dr. Turpin’s inventory is about as 
good as finished, but he is waiting 
for the report of his appraisers, who 
have been delayed in their work by the rains of 
the last week. Judge Otis is progressing slow- 
ly with the settling-up process at the State 
Savings Institution. In the course of his in- 
vestigations lately he has discovered the wa 
in which a part of the securities disap 
during the last stages of the bank's existence. 
it seems that when the run on the banks had 
cut down the cash to a very low notch, Spencer 
off claims against the bank presented 14 
he depositors in securities of various kinds. 
Probably $50,000 of mortgages went out in this 
way. An old lady named Mrs. Wells, livin 
at the Home for Aged Women, presen 
her claim for $1,000, got a good mortgage for 
that amount, and her account was accordingly 
closed. It wasa very good way of closing up 
the book accounts, when there wasn’t cash on 
hand to do it, but it was open to the objection 
that all the depositors did not have this ad- 
vantage. There wasn’t enough to go around, 
and so only a few fortunate ones succeeded in 
balancing their accounts and ending their con- 
nection with the institution. Had the good se- 
curities only lasted long enough to pay off everv- 
body, and leave nothing but the Calumet bonds, 
what an easy but profitiess job the 
Receiver would have had in settling up the in- 
stitution! Judge Otis will advertise this week 
for proposals for the sale of $61,000 worth of 
South Park bonds, neld as collateral security 
by one of the banks here of whom Spencer bor- 
rowed several thousand dollars to help the in- 
stitution through. Proposals will be received 
up to the 29th inst. As South Park bonds are 
good securities, paving as they do 7 per cent 
interest, he hopes to readily dispose of them, 
and with the proceeds thereof wipe out the 
claim against the institution by the bank which 
loaned Spencer the money to help him out.

HIS WESTERN RAILROAD INTERESTS. 
Yesterday afternoon a TrRiIsUNE reporter 
espied the Railway King Jay Gould sitting on 
the arm of one of Drake's velvet-covered chairs 
in the Grand Pacific, conversing with the Cattle- 
King, Judge Carter, of Fort Bridger, D. T. 


Thither the news-gatherer massed. him- 
self, and endeavored to interview Jay 
Gould. The Keene matter was kindly

Gould is never in a talkative mood, hence the 
interview was vot in all points a success.

our new connection to Denver, for in-

** Well, we have built 184 miles of road from 
Cheyenne to Denver, to connect with the Union 
Pacific, and to open up that country to Chicago. 
We were practically excluded from the Denver 
Pacific by the high tariffs, hence overcame it by 
constructing this new road, which will be fin- 
ished by the 20th of this month. The line runs 
from Cheyenne to Fort Collins, going south 
to Longmont, thence to Boulder City, Col., a 
city of 6,000 inhabitants. Here it connects with 
the. Carriboo mining region, and at Golden 
connects with a narrow-gauge road which runs 
through Clear-Creek Canon. The main road 
follows the base of the Rocky Mountains and 
opens up several fertile valleys. The 
parrow-gauge roads run to the Cen- 
tral City, Blackhawk, and Georgetown 
mines, as rich as auy in the State. The 
roads run south and west, and up grades of 300 
feet to the mile, and at Georgrtown the track 
is 8.500 feet above the level of the sea.

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THE HOLD-ONS. 


Lipe’s West Park Quartet Won't 
Give Up the Ship. 


They Reiterate Their Honesty and 
Defy the Governor. 


Secretary Millard’s Canting Ap- 
peal for Continuance. 


There was very little new or exciting with the 
decapitated West Park Commissioners yester- 
day. None of them felt comfortable, not even 
the ex-President, who has for several days been 
on the war-path. Mr. Holden, who had based 
his candidacy for County Commissioner on his 
retention in the Pak Board, was also un- 


happy, and he breathed vengeance all 
day. His grievance was double, as it 
will be readily seen, but in addition 


to what appears on the surface was the dispirit- 
ing consolation that he had incurred consider- 
able expense in sending to the Governor in his 
interest a well-known individual of peculiar pro- 
clivities, and all to no avail. Mr. Muus, too, 
was in an unhappy frame of mind. He had 
served the public, as he says, very faithfully, 
and had behind him the noble attribute that be 
was a mechanic, which specially fitted him for 
the office of Park Commissioner, and he blamed 
the Governor for underestimating him. 

In their dilemma they met in the morning, 
when they thought no one was around. They 
met to counsel together and to grab at the 
drowning man’s straw. Four of them were 
there, and they were as disconcerted as they 
could possibly be. None of them knew 
why they had met, or for what purpose; but 
they met and poured consolation into one 
another’s ears as best they could 
under the _ circumstances. It was a 
sad gathering, and, if there was a distinction in 
the sadness, it was shown in the conduct of 
President Lipe, who, knowing that he had been 
bounced, was conscious that it was not because 
he had been dishonest or derelict in his official 
duties. All that they did will never be known, 
but apart of what thev didis not without in- 
terest to their successors. In meeting they 
were determined to fight the Governor in re- 
moving them, and to stand by their positions at 


all hazards, and one of them declared that 
nothing less than the calling out of the State 
militia would make the Governor’s order effect- 
ual. Before they adjourned, however, they lost 
much of their enthusiasm, and voted to a man 
ior the adoption of a resolution calling upon 
their attorney for an opinion as to their riguts 
in the premises, and pledging themselves to 
abide by that opinion, which is to be given in a 
few days. 
TALKING BACK. 

In the meeting the matter of the comments 
of the daily press on their removal was dis- 
cussed, and, so far as Tue TRIBUNE is con- 
cerned, the following reply was ordered to be 
made by the Secretary of the ex-Board, which 
speaks for itself; 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cnic aso. Oct. 13.—I feel very thankfal to you 
for the following paragraph, which appeared 
editorially in your columns to-day: 

The West-Side Park-Commissioners who have been 
removed by Gov. Culiom, Messers. Lipe, Millard, Hol- 
den, and Muus, seem disposed to resist the order and 
hoid on to their places. These gentiemen will make a 
very great mistake if they persist In this course. No 
man can cling tenaciously to such an office as that of 
Park Commissioner without subjccting himeelf to 
grave suspicions. There is no salary aitached to he 
position, and it requires the devotion of a good deal of 
time to public affairs without compensation, 80 tuat it 
is not an office to regret wien one is relies ed of it. 

The West side Park Board got into a squabble which 
became a public nuisance, The Governor took nosides 
inthe cuse, but appolated anew Board throughout. 
The Lipe, Miliard, Muus, Hulden faction should submit, 
and stand not upon the order of their going. but go 
at once.“ Any ether course will lessen considerably 
any publie esteem that they may now enjoy. 

The writer of the above paragraph and the pub- 
lic generally should be well aware of the real facts 
in the case, and the reason why land my associates 
could neither resign nor submit toa summary re- 
mova) without proof. 

Had we done so the whole community would 
have regarded us as either guilty of incompetency, 
malfeasance, or neglect of duty, hence we de- 
manded and nuw demand a hearing before con- 
demnation. 

Two reasons will show you that our position has 
at least the merit of justice and good faith, and 
we believe it has tae additional merit of being sup- 
ported by law. 

First, it took two of the ablest expert account- 
ants in the city more than four months to unearth 
the irrezular transactions of the last eight years. 

Ilence you Can see that the members of a power- 
less minority not holding any office, nor being 
charged withany particular duty, might have used 
all the diligence ordinaviiy required in such cases 
without discovering what it took the experts so 
long to discover and reveal. We, therefore, deny 
that there is any real ground for charging us with 
neglect of duty. Until recently we ‘had, as you 
and the community generally had, full confidence 
in the ability and integrity of our associates, and 
no one. regrets more than we do the occurrences 
that have shaken that confidence. 

Second—Even if there were in former years any 
neglect to investigate and accuse, any such neglect 
has been atoned for, and all ground for charges oa 
that account removed by the diligence, fidelity, and 
results of the seven months which the present ma- 
jority has been in power. We chalienge compari- 
son of such diligence, fidelity, and results with 
those of the like periodin the South. North, or 
West Side parks during the whole period of their 
existence, and when the facts are fully known, as 
they soon will be, it will appear to the community 
as though the attempt to remove us was 
designed asa punishment for the extraordinary 
diligence and work of the past seven months, 
rather than as a penalty for the supposed neglect 
offormer years, when land my associates were 
powerless. We would scornto engage in any un- 
warranted scramble for the office of Park Commis- 
sioner; and its duties and responsibilities are upon 
us, and justice to ourselves and the public forbid 
that we should confess ourselves guilty of offenses 
of which we are innocent, and also forbid that we 
should surrender the records and property of the 
Board to persons who have no more right to them 
than Robinson Crusoe. A. C. MILLARD.

But a body which will have at once a 
real Episcopate, and a form of worship, and creed 
not very unlike that which is used in the Church, 
will, u is to be feared, sometimes be mistaken for 
that which it pretends to be.

WORSHIP OF SATURN. 
SINGULAR SUPERTSITION IN SOUTHERN INDIA. 
Pali-Mall Gasette. 

The malevolent power of the god Sani, the 
Hindoo Saturn, is an essential part of the Hin- 
doo faith. The sacred writings abound with 
instances of his implacable hatred to mankind. 
We have various sources of information as to 
the character ascribed to this deity; the ac- 
counts drawn from which, though now differing 
much in detail, seem to denote a common ori- 
gin. In Greek mythology, Saturn is the son of 
Heaven and Earth, a deposed ruler of the gods. 
According to the view of Ptolemy and the 
astrological writers, he is the “supremest or 
highest of the planets, placed between Jupiter 
and the firmament; and Governor of the airy 
triplicity.“ When joined by an evil aspect to 
the ascendent, he causes sickness, family afilic- 
tion, accidents, falls, and bruises. The mind 
becomes dull and heavy under his influence; 
the “body suffers lingering diseases, coughe, 
colds, phlegmatic complaints, and low fevers. 
When ill-dignified he is envious, covetous, jeal- 
ous and mistrustful, timorous, sordid, dissem- 
bling, sluggish, suspicious, stubborn, a contem- 
ner of woman, a liar, malicious, murmuring, 
never contented, and ever repining. This cheer- 
ful character is not inconsistent with the myth- 
ological accounts of either branch of the Aryan 


race. 

The use amongst ourselves of the adjective 
saturnine indicates a sullen and gloomy disposi- 
tion. The Grecian Saturn mutilated his father 
and devoured his ehildren. But the Hindoo 
Saturn delights in acts of wanton cruelty and 
mischief, pursues his victim with the ferocity 
and relentiessness of a bloohound, and seldom 
quits his prey until the utmost wretchedness 
nas been attained. It is very remarkable, how- 
ever, that the power of Sani is not supposed to 
extend to the deprivation of life. In this there 
is a remarkable resemblance to the Satan of the 
Book of Job. Sani oppresses his victims for a 
longer or shorter period, but never longer than 
seven years anda half, whichis the maximum 
period of the duration of his malevolence, ac- 
cording to the Hindoos. According to Ptolemy 
his three ods are thirty, forty-three and a 
half, and fifty-seven years; and his greatest —y 
referring to States, buildings, and matters o 
a permanent nature, is 465 vears. It is useless 
to attempt any escape from misfortune so long 
as Sani is against us. His power extends over 
the heavens, the earth, the sea, and the regions 
below the earth, and all beings, created or un- 
created, mortal or immortal, are liable to the 
wrath of this terrible being, who) seems to have 
been a god after Calvin’s own heart. Siva, the 
first person of the Hindoo triad, was driven into 
madness by Sani, and, decked with living ser- 
pents and human bones, danced with demons 
amid graves. Vishnu was tied to a rice-mortar 
by sbepherdesses. for having, at Sani’s instiga- 
tion, stolen butter and ghee. Subramania was 
changed into a Vengai tree, by the same power, 
while paying his ad s toa Kurava dameel. 
Vieneswara, when an infant, had his head 
burned up by the evil glances of Sani,—a legend 
recalling the malocchio, or evil eye, of the Ital- 
ians. which Pius IX. is believed to possess. 

The most noted instance of the persistent 
malice of Sani is the theme of a splendid epi- 
sode of the Maha Bharata,—the adventures of 
Nala and Damayanti. Resenting the prefer- 
ence shown by the latter for the former, Sani 
first incited Nala to gamble away his Kingdom, 
and then turned the pair penniless and forlorn

Circumstances of Its Diseovery. 
Cassel’s New Popular Educator. 
The discovery of the medical properties of 


cinchona bark is enveloped in great obscurity. 
All that we know about it for certain is this: 
Before the year 1638—that is to say, 150 years 
subsequent to the discovery of America—not 
even the Svaniards were acquainted with the 
febrifuge qualities of cinchona bark; but in this 
year, or thereabouts, the Countess de Chinch- 
on. the wife of the Spanish Viceroy of Peru, was 
cured of a violent intermittent fever by drink 
ing an infusion of the bark, and this led to its 
introduction in Europe. Were the natives 
themselves acquainted with it? 


Humboldt 
auswers this question very positively in the 
negative, and refers the discovery to tne Jesuit 
missionaries, who, being in the habit of tasting 
the bark of every tree they hewed down, at 
length discovered the precious febrifuge. Other 
authors of repute contend that the virtues of 
ciuchoua bark were known to the Indians long 
before the advent of the Spaniards; but the 
question again arises how they first became 
acquainted with its propertics. To account for 
this, the ridiculous tale has been invented that 
certain animals, while laboring under fever, 
happened to gnaw the bark of one of the cin- 
choua trees, and were cured forthwith. Far 
more probable is it that some cinchona tree 
having been laid prostrate by the tempestsin a 
pool of water, and the latter becoming charged 
with the medicinal principle, some person labor- 
ing under fever drank of this water, was cured, 
and published the result. But however this 
may be, itis certain that the remedy first be- 
came popularized in Europe through the ncy 
of Count del Chinchon, Viceroy of Peru, 
whose wife, as we ‘have said, was cured of inter- 
mittent fever by its administration. The new

sentence [ had overheard. It was the hour and 
the day of the Rev. Joseph’s administrations, 
on a second term, or a new term,—for I don't 
know but this is the fourth or fifth series. 
There is not the same excitement that there 
was last season about these lectures. There 
are no longer “ overflowing houses”; even the 
most rosy of reporters do not venture to say 
anything more than the house was well filled,“ 
or “it Was a very good audience, which to the 
uninitiated does not cover the fact that there 
were several empty seats. Frank Sanborn, that 
accom plished satirist and scholar, writes to the 
Springtield Hepublican of last week one of the 
wittiest criticisms on these Monday iectures 
and the Jecturer tnat I have seen. He speaks 
in this graphic way of the audience: 

“HIS AUDLENCE WAS LARGE, BUT HIS MANNER 

WAS EVEN LARGER. 

But neither manner nor audience come up to 
the standard of last year. There were a great 
many empty seats, and there was greater in- 
clination to go out than to come in after the 
lecture-ship got along to tenthly.’”? And about 
this “ manner,“ Mr. Sanborn explains thus: 


There was also something suddued in the tone of 
the speaker, as if he had learned his Iimitations 
a little better. He has still much to learn in that 
direction, and he will have many critics anxious to 
teach him. using his new volume as a text-book. 

And bere is another clever hit at one of Mr. 
Cook’s peculiarities: 

It is hard to consider Mr, Cook and his lecture- 
— with that intense seriousness peculiar to him 
self, and which leads him so often down the easy 
slope of hyperbole to the pool of bathos at the 
bottom of the hill. One would not, at first 
thought, perceive anything otesque in the 
death of Daniel Webster; but Mr. Cook has con- 
trived to make it seem so. On the morning of 
Saturday, Oct. 23, 1852. Daniel Webster said to 
bis physician, *I shall die to-night.’ Dr. Jeffries, 
much moved, replied, after a pause, ‘You are 
right, sir.’ The gorgeous and jeweled October day 
rolied on at the edge of the sea," ete., etc. Now, 
it might be bard to explain exactly why this 
makes us smile, but such is the fact. And, with 
allthe eloquence and all the quotations of Mr. 
Cook, he constantly excites the risibles, without 
meaning in the least to make us laugh: 

I know it is asin 


plasms 
And his hew atonement spasms 
Are so queer. 


This funny parody will be recognized as re- 
terring to Oliver Wendell Holmes’ verse in 
„The Last Leaf: 

I know it is a sin 
For me to sit and grin

Mr. Sanborn is quite right concerning both 
the change in the large audiences and the large 
manner of the lecturer. There is a lessening of 
beth this year.

special since in the lecturer’s new volume al 
this preludiug, which seems to have little to do 
with the lecture itself, is incorporated in the

TO THE ASTONISHMENT OF ALL WELL-BALANCED 

MINDS. 

This last Mondav's prelude was all about Labor 
and Capital, and Mr. Cook’s views of these two 
forces, and the strikes of last summer, which 
was about the same subject that preluded the 
first of the new series a week ago. After this 
the lecture on “Solar Self-Oulture” was 
given, and I would challenge anybody 
to find the connection between the pre- 
lude and the lecture. But perhaps 
the Rev. Joseph did not intend any connec- 
tion. Perhaps these preludes are only intended 


to assist Mr. Cook in throwing off some of his 
superabundant vitality to put him into a proper 
frame of mind for tbe bioplasms and the 
„new atonement spasms.” He opened the lect- 
ure proper on Solar Self-Culture by quoting the 
t Dante as describing the angels he met in 
Paradise, who “brightened outwardly” on 7 
proaching, as one delignted to do good.“ He 
then spoke in this connection of 
EMERSON AND GEORGE ELIOT, 
of whom men have said that at times their faces 
looked hke porcelain with a light behind it. 
After this and a few more remarks of the same 
kind, we were told to put aside the sticism 
of these remarks and all reference to the Bible, 
and come down to the solid granite of the scien- 
tific method and see what eould be proved. 
Now, here are some of the propositions which 
Mr. Cook calls solid granite: | 
First—There is sometimes in the face a solar

Kighth—The light of the merely executive face, 


other things being equal, owes also. 

Ninth—The earthly. intellectual. wsthetic, execu- 
tive, and all other lights, other things being equai, 
quail also before the solar light. 

Tenth—It followe necessarily that only such se)lf- 
culture as brings this light into the face can give 
ite possessor all the power possible to man. 

Eleventh—Only such self-cuiture can compe) the 
lower forms of culture to stand in awe before it. 

Twelfth—That the only complete and victorions 
self-culture, therefore, scientifically knowa to 
be solar self-culture.

THE MODERN BALLAD. 
CHOICE EXTRACTS FROM CONCERT-HALL POBTRY. 
For the Chicago Tribune. 

Rose street, New York, is hardly the place to 
look for an Academy of Ethics, still there is pro- 
ducedin that quarter of the city a class of lit- 
erature that is not altogether without a certain 
appreciable value. Although not print with 
handsome type on toned paper, or bound in ex- 
tra morocco gilt edges; although, in fact, the 
paper is of the most flimsy kind, and the 
typography as squalid as the literature within 
the gaudy and oftentimes indecent cover, the 
comic song-books issued in this part of the city 
finda ready market throughout the country. 
During a stay in New Yorkafew weeks ago I 
took the opportunity afforded to examine some 
of these books and observe the magnitude of 
the business. ‘The facts that I have brought to- 
gether form a mere fraction of the evidence 
which might be collected against this exceeding- 
iy pernicious literature. . 

THE ORIGIN OF BALLAD-PORTRY. 

The origin of baliad-poetry dates far back in 
history. Macaulay, in the preface to his Lays 
of Anciept Rome,” tells us that the great 
Homeric poems are generically ballads, though 
widely distinguished from all other ballads. 
Lacitus informs us that songs were the only me- 
morials of the past which the ancient Germans 
possessed. We learn from Lucan and from 
Ammianus Marcellinus that the brave actions of 
the ancient Gauls were commemorated in the 
verses of bards. In fact, for several centuries te 
wandering ballad-singer retained great influence 
over the Teutonic and Celticrace. The same may 


be said with truth of the Servians, the people of | 


Turkistan, and of every village of Northern 
Persia. The Sandwich Islanders have their 
bards and ballads, and it is a well-known fact 
that Mungo Park found in the heart of Africa a 
class of singing-men, who sang of the achieve- 
ments of negro Princes. Whether the latter 
discovery led American citizens to blacken their 
faces with burnt cork, and with bone accom- 
paniments inflict us with the exploits of the 
Yaller gals in Balmorals | 
That love the Ginger Blues, 
I bave not yet been able to discover. It is cer- 
tain, however, that the ballad has of late years 
been very much on the decline both in Eng!and 
and this country, and any indication of a change 
for the better will be heralded with great satis- 
faction. It is not however, the ballad, properly

The coarseness and brutality of these songs 
lie chiefly in the words, and it is but charitable 
to hope that itisthe tunes not the songs them- 
selves that attract the young. What would the 
late Charles Dickens bave thought could he 
have heard some broken-down hack of a 
singer brawl out the following to the air of the 
“Ivy Green“: 

A downy old cove is our old tom-cat,

A Private Letter from the Afriean Explorer. 
Boston Journal, Oct. 11. 

The following letter from Mr. Stanley, the 
explorer, whose recent achieyements have 
awakened such a widespread interest in the 
man, will be read with interest. It is a friendly 
letter to Mr. Edward King, and, though not in- 
tended for publication, gives an idea of the in- 
dowitable pluck of the writer, and explains 
one of the leading causes of his success as an 
explorer:

bie determination which animated him. Pity, not 
unmixed with admiration, is the prominent feeling 
in my mind. Poor Livingstone! I wien I had the 
power of some perfect master of the English lan- 
guage to describe what I do feel about him. I wish 
l could say verbatim what the Arabe say of him, 
and tell vou of the anxious looks the amiable na 
tives of this region cast toward the road leading 
from the Indian Ocean, looking wietfully for news 
of him. But he will never return to be greeted by 
his dark children of Mauyewa. 

Do you know, King. that | have a faint idea peo- 
ple in Kugland and America did not quite under? 
stand the man’ Of course they have not said in 

lain terms that the man wasa ‘* humbug.” but it 
s strongly impreesed on me somehow that they 
think be did not write ae he really felt—which must 
be, that they felt, in plain English. that he was 
something of an old hypocrite. God forgive them 
for such vile thoughts. In thie prosaic age I have 
not heard of or seen a man more worthy of honor 
from his white brothers, and I am certain | wil! die 
in that opinion. Perhaps yon are also of the above 
number, and, therefore, will stop. only! will 
say this much—were youin my piace to-day I think 
you would entertain the same high opinion of this 
matchless man as! have. 

This place is the furthest reach of Livingstone; 
it is also the place whence Cameron struck south- 
west in company with some Portuguese traders. 
They were both eager to follow this river. but cir- 
cametances opposed them. I have discovered 
what these were, and 1 am fully resolved to take 
advan of my discovery to settle this question 
of the Lualaba forever. Hf I do settle it there 
should be no blame attached to either Livingstone 
or Cameron that they left the task for me to do. 
Indeed, I fee] rather grateful) to Cameron, for if he 
had followed this great river to the ocean I should 
be inclined to ask him. should I ever meet him. 
like Baker asked Speke, ‘* Why was this laurel 
wreath not left for me to pluck?” 

If I fail, and am driven , | havesome com- 
fort, and may ask Why they blame me, and not 
blame my ecessors?”’ But don’t imagine I am 
going to be driven back. I can die, but I will not 
go back. I anticipate trouble, and many disagree- 

nge idly the digestion of myself in 
some cannibal'’s stomach; but I cannot picture to 
myself the ides of me standing, hatin hand, ex- 
laini personally to the prietor of the New 
‘ork Jieraid why I came back without falfiliing my 
promise. There is one thing which I must tell you 
of. I have not boasted of what was 
going todo. I remember distinctly to have writ. 
ten from Ujiji, ‘‘ I do not know what ie left for 
me to do. shal) be better able to tell you when I 
reach Sere Meaning. of course,—if you 
don't know it,—that whatever task Cameron had 
leit me to dol would try to do, for until I came 
here I was sure a gallant fellow tike him would do 
his very best to fellow the river. 

Should 1 live to reach the ocean, I cannot im- 
agine what part of it I shall come out at: This 
Lualaba is not the Nile. I will stake every hope 
on that. It has not such an altitude as Living- 
stone gave it by 1,000 feet. I can only make it 
out 1,454 feet above sea-level. Livingstone 
has got it somewhere about 2,300 or 2,400 
feet. which e a wide difference. It ie the same 
way with the Tanganyika and Lake Victoria. 
Speke and 1 agree pretty nearly. Granted that it 
is not the Nile. what river is it? It may be the 
Niger, if not the Niger, thei certainly the Congo. 
Suppose the former, when do you think I could 
reach the Western Ocean’? In 1879 or 1880, unless 
it was clear sailing {down river? Mungo Park. I 
know. lost his life on that famous river, and Stan- 
ley may lose hie. I hope not, but I am quite 
ready for anything. 

It is a curious thing how the climate of Africa so 
tries the temper of aman that he does not care 
very much what will become of him. He 
is so worried, and tortured, and annoyed, 
that he begins to feel by and by. after 
some months of it, that the best thing for 
him would be eternal. dreamiess rest. 1 dare say, 
if | could fly over to New York and enjoy one good 
meal, that I would instantly abandon such melan- 
choly ideas. but as I must ** bore through. like 
an auger, before I can, enjoy that satisfactory 
meal. and as I must ‘* bore through for many 
months to come, I find myself dwelling on such 


melancholy things oftener than is consistent with 


courage or manliness. 

Let us drop the subject. The event or resuit will 
decide all. The unknown half of Africa lies before 
me, involved in mystery. It is useless to imagine 
what it may contain, what I may see, what — — 
may be unfolded. lam ve for it. I feel myself 
straining like in a leash. have solemnly told my 
people that God has written that this year the 
great Lualaba and the unknown halfof Africa 
shall be revealed. Tam a prophet, —at least I am 
imbued witha vast amount of enthusiasm just 
now. but I cannot tel whether I shall be able to 
reveal it in person, or whether it will be left to my 
dark followers. 

In three or four days we shall begin this great 
struggle with this mystery, but first I thought it 
would be a relief to me if I would sit down and be- 
rin telling vou a ſex of my thoughts and shake 
bande—mentally—ac the great gulf which sep- 
arates the friend of my soul from me. God bless 
us all.

Gen. Skobeleff, the younger, if he live, is des- 
tined to play a great part; and though that can 
be no logical excuse, it explains why I cannot 
resist the temptation to make a sketch of him. 
He belongs to the nod/esse, and his connections, 
both by birth and marriages im his family, are 
most important. His age, I suppose, may be 
35, at the outside. In face and look of eye he 
shows the type in which men recognize instinct- 
ively a leader. Perfectly fair, with mustache 
and whiskers trimmed in our fashion; bold, 
hich features, blue eves as keen as an old 
Viking’s, he would pass anywhere for a brilliant 
officer of the English service. His smile is full 
of raillery, and his speech has a reckless frank- 
ness that would certainly not tend to conciliate 
a foe. Skobelelf is 121 not a man to 
be described as cuileless. t all the bitter 
knowledge of the world which has been taught 
him has not killed, I think, a certain manly 
trust in others. His only weapon is the sabre. 
That scorn of life which he shows on each occa- 
sion—a sheer love of danger for its own sake 
is not confined only to the battlefield. For 
Skobeletf is not only a soldier; he has been the 
success{u! Governor of Khokand, which he sub- 
dued. His talents and his knowledge are con- 
spicuous, and I believe that the same quick wit 
fearless spirit, and swift determination would 
have earned him triumph m any line of life. 
But as a soldier it is that we have to regard 
him,—and here, | think, some distinction should 
be made. He came to the war unattached, and 
if his father had not obtained command of a 
cavalry diviston, this fine soldier, the idol of the 
Asian army, might have remained without em- 
ployment. 

Such a position was enough to rouse a cooler 
spirit of indignation, and we heard of some 
mad pranks more fit for war in the fifteenth 
ceutury than in the nineteenth. The most ex- 
traurdinary of these were carried to the Emperor. 
with improvements. Skobeleff swam the Dan- 
ube on horseback, to show it could be done; 
but the story sent abroad was that he torced a 
whole sotnia of Cossacks to swim with him, and 
that the whole were drowned. The truth is that 
the young General displays such regard fora 
soldier’s life as might well be imitated by his 
present, grave, and reverend disparagers. I 
the bold reconnoissances about vicha mauy 
men were lost, but his orders were imperative to 
ascertain the Turkish force as nearly ae 
micht be. These orders he performed to ad- 
miration, and when the necese work was 
finished he exposed his own life with a reckless- 
ness beyond easy precedent in order to recall 
his troops, who mistook a demonstration forareal 
attack. In this affair ne had two horses killed un- 
der him, making, | think, five since the opeain 
of the campaign; it was straightway . 
that he shot them with his own revolver. A 
more recent history | may mention,—one that 
is told around camp-fires, and contributes to 
raise higher the pedestal upon which Skobeleff 
already stands in the soldier's view. In one of 
the forays or reconnolssamces, or what vou please 
to calithem, around Plevna, Skobeleff’s Cos- 
sacks suffered much from thirst. They breasted 
a high ridge—I know it weli—and saw below 
them a deticioug spring, stone-faced and cis- 
terned, as are all springs near the highway in 
that Turkish land which they tell us is so brutal 
and so far behind the age. The General cried 
for water, but his Cossacks pointed out how 
thick the Turkish bullets were pitting the slope 
below, and how they pauered round the spring. 
Skobeleff leaped down, and slowly, talking over 
his shoulder with the trusty Captain who has 
followed him for love from Turkistan,—his 
name lam sorry to forget at this moment,— 
very slowly he walked to the cistern, took a 
long drink and then another, washed his face 
and bands, shouting to his officers bow sweet 
and cool was the water. I know this sounds 
like fanfaronade, though of the best sort; yet I 
think if everything cousd betold that bears upon 
the subject, even such acts would be recognized 
as neither injudicious nor uncalled for 
at present. owever that be, the story 
goes on to tell that Skobeleff’s Cossacks 
were mad to see their idol thus run into danger 
which they seemed to shirk. Thev clambered 
out of their forked saddies as swiftly as men can 
disengage themselvo from such aclumsy ap- 
purut us, and pressed forward. In the tones of 
real anger which tl poate recognized by the 
followers of this good-humored General, Skobe- 
leff ordered them back and put under arrest, 
not a nominal punishment, those who had ven- 
tured to risk their lives a few feet in the direc- 
tion which he had traversed. This is the cam 
story, another is told in the upper circles.’’ 
could not myself doubt which represents the 
truth. The Generai’s knowledge of English 
speech, and liking of things English—saving our 
policy alone—have brought him into close rela- 
tionship with crtespondents here. I regard 
him as the one soldier whom Russia has visibly 
at commaud.

THE CZAn IN THE FIELD. 
Bucharest Correspondence London Times. 

Comparatively speaking, Gorny Studen is 
regular and symmetrical. lu the middle of the 
village stands the church, built in the form of a 
parallelogram, w a semi-circle added to the 
eastern side, and a portico supported by three 
arches, with colun ns in the facade. The nortb- 
ern slope of the valley is occupied chiefly by 
Turkish houses, which were deserted by the 
owners when the Russians approached. Stand- 
ing out prominently from among these is a large 
building, with extensive outhouses, the whole 
surrounded by a strong fence. That house be- 
longed to a rich Bulgarian trader, who was not 
only a friend of the Turks, but had even be- 
come secretly a Mohammedan. When the Turk- 
ish population flea, this Bulgarian fled with 
them. and his hause is now the temporary resi- 
dence of the Fmperor. Round about it tents 
have been put up for the persons attached to the 
Imperial headqimrters. 

The Emperor arrived in 141 yon on the 
14th of August, preceded by 100 Cossacks of 
the guard, with music, and surrounded by his 
brilliant suite, composed of Grand Dukes, 
Princes, and Gewrals, all mounted on magnifi- 
cent horses. A tout three miles from headquar- 
ters the procession was met by the Grand Duke 
Nicholas, Comisander-in-Chief. The Emperor 
greeted his brot ger heartily, and then continued 
to advance ami d a mass of troops collected on 
both. sides of tde road, and shouting lustily, 
“Hurrah!” Inthe evening the Commander-in- 
Chiet gave a dimer, at which the Emperor was 
present. After dinner military affairs were dis- 
cussed, and the conduct of Baron Krudener was 
especially cominented on. The hero of the day 
was young Gen. Skobeleff, of whom the Emper- 
or spoke in most flattering terms. Gen. Gourko 
was present-anciwas warmly received. If gossip 
is to be believe d he declared that if he had re- 
ceived one morsbrigade he would have advanc- 
ed to Adrianop le and taken the town. 

The Emperor: who is in ordinary times one of 
the hardest wo Am men in the Empire, leads 
a very active life He rises early and devotes 
the morning to current affairs. Towards mid- 
day, the suit, tomposed of about fifty officers, 
assemble in a l.wge tent in front of the Imperial 
residence. Exgtiy at 12 his Majesty enters, 
salutes all present, and sits down to table. 
First is served the Zakuska—that is to say 
caviare, Swiss cheese, sardines, raw herring, and 
three kinds of godka. Soup and roast are then 
served, and aaſe noir or tea eompletes the re- 
past. After breakfast the Emperor again occu- 
pies himself with current affairs or drives out. 
At 6 o’clock dinner is served. It consists of 
three or four courses,. and laste about an hour. 
About 9 o’clec< there is tea, and about 10, or 
half-past 10, his Majesty retires for the night, 

On fete days the ordinary programme is some- 
what modifixi, There is more music than 
usual, every ove is in full uniform, and the 
Emperor, wid his numerous suite, in which the 
bright unif@ms of the Austrian officers are 
conspicuous, rides out and exchanges congratu- 
lations with part of the troops. For civilians 
the life at h@ndquarters is very monotonous.

PLUMBING IN PARIS. 
Lucy Hooper's Paris Letter. 

The Gagne-Petit has already thrown open its 
doors to customors. To give some idea of the 
absurd conservatism of Parisian shopkeepers, I 
must mention an odd fact connected with the 
new store. When the edifice was erected the 
proprietor refesed to have gas put in, and will 
light up his new establishment with oil lam 
as he did his old one. The universal dread 100 
gas among the Parisian middle and lower 
Classes is very amusing. Til! I had it introduc- 
ed into my own apartments, I was under the 
impression, owing to this universal prejudice, 
that Parisian gas was of very bad quality, 
being at once smoky and explosive. A two- 
years’ trial of the article bas convinced me, on 
the contrary, that it is very superior to our gas 
at home, burning with a clear blue flame and 
emitting no more smoke than does our Phila- 
delphia gas, certainly not nearly so much as 
does the dingy oil lamps in which conservative 
Paris delights. But the point that is at fault is 
the plumbing. That is very, very bad. The 
pipes are slender and weak, and develop unex- 
pected leaks at all sorts of points. No wonder 
that 4 they must de run along the outside 
of walls and ceilings. Were they walled up as 
are ours, half the buildings in Paris that hove 
gas in them would get blown up at some time 
or other. But all Parisian plumbing is 
atrocious, as those luxurious Americans who 
have had bath-tubs with bot and cold water 
spigots attached put into their apartments, 
can very well testify. For it is a new thing 
over here. Till within the last twenty-five years, 
stationary bath-tubs, or even pipes and spiguts 
to supply water in the kitchen, were utterly un- 
known even in the most sumptuous of private 
apartments. The water-carrier then was a uni- 
versal feature of Parisian life, as it still is in 
the older quarters. As to plumbing in otber re- 
spects, if the wells and sewers of Paris were in 
as unclean a condition as thev are with us, half 
of the people in the city would die with typhoid 
fever. But imperfect trapping or outlets in a 
Parisian house, compared with such defects in a 
Philadelphia or New York dwelling, is as the 
difference between leaying open the door of a 
lion’s cage when the lion is there, or performing 
the same feat after the beast has been taken 
away.

It is the 
reaction of boundless ignorance and supersti- 
tion. 

One of the avowed disciples of this creed.“ 
—which was even represented, a few years ago, 
by a sas ates published abroad, under the 
title, “I Spit at Everobody, —on being 
asked what the © ae) les of his doc- 
trines were, replied, “Take Heaven and 
earth. take life and death, take God 
and the soul, and spit upon them.” Spitting, it 
must be observed, plays a great part iu the daily 
life of a Russian peasant. He spits as a sign of 
astonishment; he spits as a sign of defiance; he 
spite to avert an evil omen; he spits for a fine 
day, and he spits against bad weather—in short, 
he spite at or for anything and everything. 

The fear of the evil eve is universal; the Rus- 
sian peasant attributes all his diseases to it, and 
generally expects the doctor to cure them by 
counterincantations and magic rites, and fre- 
quently visits upon him the anger he feels for 
his unknown enemy, accusing the r of 
joining in the conspiracy to bewitch him.

It has been mentioned conjecturally in one or 
two papers this week. I am heartily sorry to 
say that I know the report to be only too well 
founded. Mr.Delane was really ill when he 
went to Homburg this summer. He came 
back so little the better for his journey as to 
leave him, in his own words, no solid hope of 
soon returning towork again. After thirty- 
seven years’ hard work it is not, perhaps, to be 
wondered at. 

No, certainly not to be wondered at, but to 
be deplored. Mr. Delane—I may surely say it 
without wounding any susceptibilities or chal- 
lenging any other claim—was beyond dispute 
and comparison the first journalist in the world; 
and there is no journalist—no member of the 
great profession of which the editor of the 
Times stood at the head—who does not owe 
him, whether he acknowledges it or not, a debt 
of gratitude which must be called immense. I 
for my part, acknowledge it with re 
have certainly a dveper, or, perhaps I should 
say, a more alert sense of my obligation than 
if 1 had never lived abr But whether 
at home or abroad, whether American or 
European, no journalist who knows anything of 


the actua! condition of journalism can doubt 


that Mr. Delane's share in winning and keeping 
for the newspaper the position it now holds in 
the world has been a very large one. Who dis- 
putes that the 7imes is the leading journal of 
the world? Nobody, I suppose; but if there 
were any one whom patriotism or personal e 
induced to put apy other — above it, he 
would be sure to say the ines was second. 
And if there were any one who should say that 
some other paper was more powerfal in his own 
country, as must often be the case, he would 
agree that no journal not of his own country 
had so much influence in it as the Times. And 
there would not, I think, be even one man to 
deny that the Times was a power in a greater num- 
ber of countries than any other journal. The 
sum of all these admissions would not differ 
from the proposition to which those whom I 
suppose to make them objected, that the 7imes 
is the leading er- ol the world. It is Mr. 
Delaue who, if he did not make it such, kept it 
such; and when the history of the paper comes 
to be written, 1 think it wil! have to be said that 
its supremacy and influence were never at any 
period during the first century of ite existence 
so great as during Mr. Delane's editorship. If 
there had been no Mr. Delane, the Times would 
have existed, no doubt, but who can say what it 
would have been? If there had been no Tune 
such as it actually has been, the place of other 
newspapers in the world would have been dis- 
tinctly inferior to what it is. When I say, 
therefore, that journalists owe a great debt to 
Mr. Delane, I mean that they owe him, in part, 
the advance their profession has made in his 
time, and—to put it inthe honest way—the con- 
sequent improvement in their own personal po- 
sition and fortunes. 

If, in such circumstances, the Times should 
ceased to be distinguished by those qualities 
which Mr. Delane has impressed on it, the result 
would be what I called it—a calamity. If the 
Times descended, other 1 would descend 
with it; journalism itself would feel the blow. 
It is very unlikely that its owners would 
tolerate any marked deterioration of 
tone for any long time. It is sure 
to be moderate, sure to be moral, sure to watch 
public interests with anxious care, sure to be 
on the side of religion and public order, in the 
future, as it has been in the past. But these 
are merely the indispensable conditions of its

here must still be a brain to direct the great 
engine; an intelligence of the first order; a 
capacity to recognize ability in others, and to use 
others skillfully; there must be settled views of 
policy as well as wide knowledge of men and 
things; perfect coolness, and a faculty of ar- 
riving rapidly at a sound judgment in the 
midst of events. All these Mr. Delane had, 
but he had something more. He had thirty- 
seven years’ experience, and who is to supply 
that to the newcomer! For more than a gen- 
eration the traditions of the Times have centred 
in him; he has been the repository of them all; 
it is through him that they have been expressed 
in the columns of the paper itself. Some of 
them are capable of transmission; some are not; 
and, to some extent, new ideas must arrive with 
anewman. It can never be quite the same 
paper. Its name will still be, as Emerson said 
of it twenty years ago, a terror in Paris, in 
Vienna, in Beriin itself. But how long and to 
what extent it will be so,no man can surely 


predict. 
In truth, Mr. Delane has wielded, for thirty 
ears, a greater power than most Kings or Min- 
— who have n on the stage during that 
time. It has been constant. 
out of office with cabinets nor disappeared with 
changing dynasties. Itis nothing to say that 
his authority in England has far exceeded that 
of the Sovereign. It bas equally surpassed that 
of most Ministers; it may be compared with that 
ol the two or three Premiers who have remod- 
eled some of the institutions of the country, 
and modified its Constitution, And in compar- 
ing it, it must be borne in mind that there have 
been a dozen or more Administrations, but Mr. 
Delane has never ceased to edit the Times. 

And he really edited it. His control I have 
always understood to be complete; while his su- 

rvision of its leader column was so vigilant, 

is editorial direction of the paper so absolute, 
that it was his individual opinion which went 
forth every morning. He did not write, but he 
dictated what should be written. He had ver 
strong men about him and under him, but it 
was he who sketched the outline of every im- 
portant leading article; who turned all the cor- 
ners; who decided what the Time should sup- 
port and what it should oppose. I do not mean 
that such decisions were always in accord 
with Mr. Delaue's personal preferences, 
but they were always in accord with 
what he thought it wise and best on 
the whole for the Times to say. He a won- 
derful knowledge of public opinion, no journal 
has. or ever had, such various sources of infor- 
mation about what the English people are 
thinking, or used them so systematically; per- 
haps no man so well understood how to lead 
public opinion by seeming to followit. He 
made mistakes, manv and sometimes grievous ,; 
but his loyalty, and good faith, and honor were 
beyond dispute, and, spite of mistakes, his sa- 
gacity in divining the course of events and of 
opinion was marvelous. His courage was almost 
equally remarkable, his strength to bear the 
burden of such a responsibility fur such a length 
of time most remarkable ef all. 

Mr. Delane’s successor is understood to be 
Mr. Chenery, tor many years leader writer on 
the Times, but hardly ever mentioned as likely 
to become its editor. Mr. Courtney used to be 
talked of, but his career in Parliament stands in 
the way. Of Mr. Chenery, the public knows 
little or nothing. Among journalists his repu- 
tation is that of an exceedingly able writer.
